The European gentleman that has 
assembled this fine selection has always been a car 
enthusiast, and therefore, once in the position to 
do so, he began to purchase the cars that he had 
admired in his youth. In 1998, a friend offered to sell 
him his 300 SLs, a Gullwing, a Roadster and the SLS 
Paul O’Shea tribute built by Keinle in Germany, and 
it is there that the journey to assemble a timeline 
of Mercedes-Benz models, with an emphasis on 
convertible examples, was begun. 

Charting over 80 years of production history, 
this ultimate collection of Mercedes-Benz cars 
contains beautiful examples 
of very important models in 
Mercedes-Benz history, as well 
as many wonderful cars that are 
desirable, interesting, intriguing, 
and rare in equal measure. It is a 
fascinating snapshot of Mercedes-

Whilst it is a frequently disputed point as 
to who actually conceived the first motor 
car powered by an internal combustion 
engine, there is no contention that Karl 
Benz created the first truly successful one. 
By 1 880, Benz had created a working two- 
stroke engine, and within a few years, he 
had organised Benz und Cie: Rheinische 
Gasmotorenfabrik at Mannheim in 
Germany By the close of 1885, Benz 
had produced a single- cylinder, four- 
stroke gasoline engine and fitted it to a 


three-wheeled carriage that he designed 
specifically for his engine. 

This first Benz had two driven rear wheels 
powered by a horizontally mounted 
single- cylinder engine that developed 
0.75 horsepower and, amazingly, a 
speed of eight mph was recorded on 
one of the very first test runs. As might 
be expected, the first Benz vehicles 
were somewhat primitive in design, 
but nonetheless, they incorporated 




many revolutionary features, such as an electric 
ignition, a mechanically operated inlet valve, and 
a differential gear. Benz patented his car on 30 
January 1886, and that spring, the Benz was seen 
on the streets of Mannheim. 

The 1886 Benz Patent-Motorwagen offered here 
is an exact replica built by Mercedes-Benz in 
2002, and it was later sold through the Mercedes- 
Benz Classic Center. It is crafted identically to the 
original in absolutely every detail, save one: the 
original ran on a petroleum product called ligroin, 


which is not readily available at ones local service 
station, and the modern recreation is designed to 
operate on standard petrol. 

This particular example shows few signs of use, 
and it is accompanied by an invaluable owner s 
guide to this model, which was produced by the 
Classic Center to aid new owners in learning the 
operation of this charming machine. Beautifully 
presented, it is a delightful example of early 
automotive history. A complete collection of 
Mercedes-Benz vehicles begins here.

As the principal post- World War II model in 
the Mercedes-Benz range, the W136 Series 
170 was pressed into service for a variety 
of purposes. Limousines (saloons) became 
taxis, and a number of commercial variants 
were introduced for specific tasks. These 
included a hasten liefenwagen (box van) and 
kombiwagen (estate car) , as well as a fahrgestelle 
(bare chassis) for construction of special- 
purpose commercials. A mainstay of the 
public service sector was the Krankenwagen- 
Lueg-Motor (motor ambulance recumbent). 
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This nice example of the 170 S-V 
Krankenwagen has been the recipient of a 
quality restoration. The period-appropriate 
grey paint displays a good shine and minimal 
orange peel. The brightwork appears original 
and presents quite well, despite some pits 
and thin spots. The driving compartment is 
upholstered in patterned brown vinyl and is 
of a high quality, and the instrument panel is 
very well detailed. The four-speed gearbox has 
a steering column-mounted change. 


There is a sliding window in the division partition, and 
the rear compartment is outfitted with a correct patient 
litter and jump seat for an attendant.

The styling of the Mercedes-Benz 220 
was similar to its smaller counterpart, 
the 170 S, except for the 220’s integrated 
headlights in the front wings, as the 170 
S implemented an older freestanding 
headlight design. This gave the 220 
model a slightly more modern look and 
a much needed facelift. Out of the four 
different body styles that the 220 was 
produced in, a mere 1,278 were built in 
cabriolet A form. 


The example on offer here displays 
as a thoughtfully executed cosmetic 
restoration. The lengthy hood conceals 
the overhead-cam, six-cylinder engine, 
which exhibits a careful and thorough 
detailing. The engine block has been 
refinished in black, with the valve cover 
wearing a muted aluminium finish. 
In addition, many of the ancillary 
components have been detailed with 
paint or attentively cleaned. 
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The coachwork is finished in a deep red hue, 
whilst the convertible top is finished in tan 
cloth and adorned with elegant landau bars. An 
expanse of brightwork garnishes the exterior 
and presents minor patina, which is evidence of 
thorough polishing. 

The interior trimmings have been nicely refinished. 
A plethora of tan leather encompasses the seats, 
door panels, and dashboard, with all showing 
negligible wear and no obvious blemishes, whilst 
the floor and kick panels are clad in complementing 
tan carpeting, which also shows no obvious 
fatigue. A supplementary array of rich, dark wood 
trim wears a newer satin finish, which displays 


light hazing near some switchgear mounts. The 
interior chrome has been buffed and exhibits some 
wear, but it would improve in appearance with a 
thorough detail. 

The spacious boot, standard on many of the 
luxurious post-war Mercedes-Benz vehicles, 
appears to be quite orderly, with matching tan 
carpeting on the upper shelf and black carpeting 
lining the lower shelf. In addition, a tool kit, a 
convertible top boot, and provisions for luggage 
are all found within. This well-appointed Cabriolet 
is a fine candidate to be enjoyed just as it was in the 
1950s, top up or down.

Although Mercedes’ 170-series W136 cars 
were the most popular in the years leading 
up to World War II, a larger six-cylinder 
companion, designated W142, was launched 
in 1937. As a successor to the W18 Type 290 
cars from 1933-1937, it shared the earlier car’s 
2, 8 80 -millimetre wheelbase in its standard 
version, but longer overhang, both in the 
front and rear, gave it substantially greater 
overall length. Both two- and three-passenger 
cabriolet A and coupe bodies were offered. 





The engine was enlarged to a 3,208-cubic 
centimetre side-valve six and teamed with an all- 
synchro four- speed gearbox, which was unusual 
for its time. The suspension, carried over from the 
W18, was independent on all wheels, and it utilised 
a transverse leaf in the front, which was augmented 
by coils at the wheels, and swing axles in the rear. A 
longer, 3, 3 00 -millimetre wheelbase was available as 
the W1 42/11, and it offered additional body styles, 
including limousines in several configurations, a 
2+2 roadster, and cabriolets B and D, which were 
four-seaters with two and four doors, respectively. 

This handsome Cabriolet B presents well in beige 
and brown, although close inspection shows some 
stress cracking to the paint from age. The brown 
leather interior, however, is like new and shows no 
wear. It is nicely set off by tan carpeting with brown 


piping, and the wood instrument panel and window 
mouldings are lacquered to a high gloss. The boot 
is unfinished, although brackets have been installed 
for shelving to better accommodate rectangular 
luggage. The hood is tan canvas, which exhibits light 
soiling in places, but the top boots, of both leather 
and canvas, are also included with the car. Dual 
side-mount spares rest in the wings and are fitted 
with mirrors. Trafficators have been installed on the 
forward door posts, and a central driving light is 
flanked by dual horns. 

The engine compartment and undercarriage are 
both fully functional, but they are of driver quality 
and have not been detailed. Similarly, the tyres are 
older and their whitewalls have yellowed. With the 
correct vision and a modest amount of detailing, this 
example will be a stunning asset in any collection.

From 1946, Mercedes-Benz had a single 
model policy, out of necessity Recovery 
from World War II was slow, and the 
pre-war 170 V was the only model for 
which usable tooling had survived. The 
standard model was a four-door saloon, 
but a number of commercial and special 
versions were derived. Amongst them was 
the OTP Police Special. 


Furnished only to official organisations, 
the Police Special was more basic than 
the 170 Cabriolets of the 1930s. In the 
beginning, all were painted “Police 
Green”, but blue soon became the 
favoured colour. It was the first 170 with 
an outside boot lid, which was a feature 
that was so useful that it was soon 
adopted for the civilian market. 
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This example of the OTP Police Special has been 
decommissioned and restored as a civilian four- 
door cabriolet. It is red with black wings and 
mouldings, and it has black vinyl upholstery and 
black fabric floor mats. The paint shows only minor 
blemishes, and the brightwork is generally good, 
although the Bosch headlamps have a few pits. 

Fitted with the diesel version of the 170 engine, 
it has mechanical fuel injection and a four-speed 
manual gearbox. The engine compartment shows 


use, but it is fully functional, and the undercarriage 
is in similar condition. There is a radio aerial, 
although the radio itself has been removed. The 
spare wheel on the rear is fitted with a vinyl cover. 

This handsome 170 Da OTP is a very attractive 
automobile, and it may be regarded as the 
Cabriolet D of the 1950s.

The 300 series marked a very important 
line of vehicles for Mercedes-Benz, as 
they were the first Mercedes- Benzes 
produced by the company after the end 
of World War II. The four- door versions 
of the car adapted the name “Adenauer” 
because six custom examples of the 300 
saw use by the chancellor of Germany at 
the time, Konrad Adenauer. Often used by 
politicians, captains of industry, and other 
wealthy individuals, the 300 Adenauer 
symbolised success of its owners. 


According to the original registration 
document supplied with the car, chassis 
4500511 was registered new on 24 July 
1954 to its first owner, a manufacturing 
concern called the Dornbusch Company. 
The Adenauer was then sold to its second 
owner, Ulrich Brehme, of Muelheim a.d.

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Finished in a timeless colour combination of black 
over red leather, this 1954 300 Adenauer Cabriolet 
looks simply stunning. Presented in fully restored 
condition, the leather looks almost unused and 
the paint is black as night. Some of the interior 
woodwork has been replaced, but it is obviously of 
a very high quality. The engine bay is nicely detailed, 
and the condition of all its mechanical components 
is just as good as the cosmetics. Whilst this car is 
part of a large collection and has not seen much use 
since its restoration, it is clear that the car has been 
very well looked after and preserved. 


Considering its remarkable condition and 
rarity, with only 591 of the four-door cabriolets 
produced, this car will definitely attract attention 
wherever it goes in the future.

As the brainchild of Technical Director 
Hans Nibel, the Mercedes-Benz 170 was a 
concession to the economic distress of the 
early 1930s. Intended to complement the large, 
luxurious cars in the Mercedes range, it was 
not quite four metres long and weighed just 
750 kilograms. 

Although mostly conventional in design, it 
broke new ground as the first Mercedes with 
four-wheel independent suspension and two 
transverse leaf springs in the front and swing 
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axles at the rear. Hydraulic brakes were fitted on all 
four wheels. Power came from a compact, 1,692-cubic 
centimetre side-valve six. The four-speed gearbox had an 
overdrive ratio for top gear. Fuel consumption of 26 mpg 
(Imperial) was balanced nicely by a top speed of 55 mph. 

Striking in a burgundy shade of red with black wings, 
this 170 Cabriolet C was delivered through the Daimler- 
Benz branch in Halle an der Saale in July 1933. It seats 
four in a cosy yet deceptively spacious body. The interior 
is done in black leather, which shows some use but little 
wear and no tear. The floor has black carpeting, and a 
black instrument panel displays original gauges. The 
hood is medium grey with dark grey piping. 


The brightwork is all in good condition and 
includes a centre-mounted driving lamp, 
chromed Bosch headlamps, a radiator shell, 
and bumpers. The original scuttle -mo unted 
trafficators are augmented by modern flashing 
turn signals for safety in today s traffic, and a 
spare tyre is mounted behind a metal boot.

Prior to their 1926 merger, Mercedes and 
Benz were both known for sporting cars, 
so it was only natural that the post-nuptial 
hyphenated marque would continue in 
that tradition. And so it is that the SS 
and SSK cars and their 500 K and 540 K 
brethren come first to mind. Whilst the 
touring automobiles that continued to 
emanate from the Stuttgart stable through 
World War II were frequently forgotten. 


In contrast to the sports cars, they had 
side-valve engines, flat radiators, and 
wood-spoke artillery wheels. They were 
named for German towns, with the 
smallest being Stuttgart and the mid-range 
being Mannheim, and they both had six- 
cylinder engines. Further up the line was 
the straight- eight W08 Niirnburg, with 
either a 4,622- or 4,918-cubic centimetre 
engine on a 3,670-millimetre wheelbase, 
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and at the top was the Type 770 Grosser Mercedes. 
From 1931, the Nurburg was re-named “500”, 
and built through until 1939. A 3,430-millimetre 
wheelbase version of the Nurburg was also 
available; it was known as the 460 K (with the tc K” 
meaning kurz , or short). 

The first of the Niirburgs was designed by 
Ferdinand Porsche, in one of his last acts before 
leaving Daimler-Benz. Owing much to the earlier 
Horch 8, it had a high chassis and solid axles, 


giving it a rather old-fashioned look. Introduced in 
1928, it was only mildly popular; therefore, it was 
replaced by a more modern low- chassis design by 
Hans Nibel the following year. Besides the saloon 
and cabriolet, limousines and Pullman limousines, 
which offered additional seating, were also available. 
The first formal “Popemobile”, a 460 presented 
by the company to Pius XI, was equipped with a 
central rear- compartment throne and a custom 
interior. His Holiness called it “a masterpiece of 
modern engineering”. 
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This handsome limousine is the shorter 460 K 
version. It is nicely set out in royal blue with black 
wings and belt moulding and straw coach lining 
that complements the varnished wood wheels. The 
chauffeur s compartment is upholstered in brown 
vinyl, whilst the rear compartment is covered with 
tan broadcloth. A storage net is handily attached 
to the forward section of the rear headliner. The 
division partition has a crank- up glass window, and 
all windows, including the division, have privacy 
shades. The doors all shut well, and although the 
interior wood mouldings are not of mirror finish, 
they are pleasing to the eye. 


Bosch headlamps display the star-and-laurel 
hallmark, and the car has dual external Bosch horns. 
These are aided by a French Cicca “Tenor” horn 
in the engine compartment. Dual side-mounted 
spares are fitted, as well as a rear-mounted trunk by 
Waldbauer, of Stuttgart. 

Total production of the low-chassis 460 and 460 K 
came to 1,508 cars. This one is stately and solid and 
presents very nicely. The engine compartment and 
undercarriage, whilst not highly detailed, are clean 
and serviceable. This 460 K is deal for touring, 
and it is the perfect car to broaden a collection of 
Mercedes-Benz sports models.

Prior to 1929, the mid-sized Mannheim 
was known as the Mercedes-Benz 8/38, 
which represented the tax horsepower, 
8, and the manufacturers claimed 
horsepower, 38. For 1929, the model was 
re-launched under the Mercedes-Benz 
Type Stuttgart 200 title. This example is 
fitted with a lovely two-door cabriolet 
body, and it was delivered new via the 
Daimler-Benz branch in Chemnitz in 
February 1932. The body is finished in 
a lovely two -tone blue and Ivory. It was 
the recipient of an older restoration, 
as there are buffing marks and a few 


chips to be found on the panel edges, 
the tastefully simplistic brightwork has 
been re-plated, and the nicely polished 
aluminium trim displays a nice patina.

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Prior to their 1926 merger, Mercedes and 
Benz were both known for sporting cars, 
so it was only natural that the post-merger 
hyphenated marque would continue in 
that idiom, building on the strength of 
their combined talents and experience. Of 
course, thoughts of these efforts can only 
bring to mind the legendary supercharged 
SS and SSK models and their eight- 
cylinder successors. Frequently forgotten 
though are the touring automobiles that 
continued to emanate from the Stuttgart 
factory through World War II. 


In contrast to the sports cars, they had 
side-valve engines, flat radiators, and 
artillery wheels. They were named for 
German towns, with the smallest being 
the Stuttgart and the mid-range being 
the Mannheim, which is offered here. For 
1930, the K variant of the Mannheim 370 
was introduced. The 370K, with the <C K” 
for hurt , noting a short wheelbase, was 
175 millimetres less than the standard 
370, and it was powered by a 3,689-cubic 
centimetre, side-valve, six-cylinder engine 
that could produce 74 brake horsepower. 




It was coupled to a three-speed transmission, which 
made available a claimed top speed of 105 km/h. 
For the 370K model, only cabriolet bodies were 
available from Mercedes’ in-house coach builder at 
Sindelfingen. As always, customers could purchase 
the chassis by itself and have another coachbuilder 
fit a bespoke body 

The attractive 370K example offered here is 
fitted with an attractive cabriolet body that offers 
four passengers comfort in stylish open-air flair. 
According to a supplied copy of its original build 
sheet, chassis 84084 was first delivered in August 
193 1 to its first client, Mrs Greti Flury, of Oschwand, 
Switzerland, through Mercedes’ branch in Zurich. 
The car is also accompanied by a Mercedes- 
Benz Classic Certificate issued to Gerd Kellers, 


presumably its owner in 2004, and, interestingly, a 
listing of cars shown at the 1931 Berlin Auto Show. 

Treated to a cosmetic restoration some time ago, 
its dark blue paint exhibits some wear and minor 
chipping around the panel edges, and the blue cloth 
convertible top suits the car very well, with some 
slight wrinkling from storage in the down position. 
All of the chrome adornments, including the radiator 
shell, bumpers, dual wing-mounted parking lights, 
the driver’s side spotlight, headlight buckets, and 
the landau bars, all show minor patina that could 
be polished to a more lustrous shine, although there 
is some delamination of the chrome hubcaps. In 
addition to the chrome accessories, charming dual 
trafficators have been mounted to each side of the 
cowl and were finished in body colour blue. 
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A set of side-mounted spare tyres are each appointed 
with a pedestal mirror, which have been affixed 
by exquisite leather straps that have “Mercedes” 
beautifully embossed into them. This elegant 
Cabriolet glides on four Dunlop blackwall tyres that 
are mounted on blue steel artillery wheels that have 
yellow pinstripes, accenting each spoke. A look under 
the car reveals that it has been enjoyed; the chassis 
wears older black paint with moderate dirt and rust, 
which is indicative of touring usage, in addition to 
a set of modern tube-style shocks on the rear axle 
for added ride comfort. In keeping with the touring 
image, a rear trunk, finished in tan carpet, holds the 
convertible top boot for fair weather motoring. 


The interior is fitted with gracious looking, lightly 
worn, biscuit tan leather upholstery and a tan 
headliner, and it is complemented by light tan 
carpeting covering the floor, with the mats on 
the front driver s and passenger s side containing 
dark blue inserts. The wood trim presents no 
obvious flaws and shows a rich, dark finish, which 
is contrasted by a tasteful, light coloured wood 
steering wheel that has central controls and shows 
marginal wear brought about by use. This attractive 
Cabriolet could benefit from a modest re-freshening 
or be enjoyed as a handsome recreational touring 
car at various events and rallies.

Indeed, the 
170 would remain in production, in all 
of its variations, until 1955.

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Offered here is an extraordinary, special example, 
a one-off coupe ordered new by Dr Wilhelm 
Manchot, a German chemist working for 
Henkel 8c Cie GmbH, an industrial firm based 
in Diisseldorf. Dr Manchot became a general 
manager of the firm in 1939, and he was also on 
the board of directors of Henkel 8c Cie AG. This 
Mercedes is believed to be a company car, as 
delivery was made to Henkel 8c Cie. 

This car was built as a cabriolet on 30 April 1951, 
and it was immediately taken to coachbuilder 


Hebmiiller to be converted into a coupe with a 
sunroof, because Dr Manchot preferred a closed 
car to protect him from the wind. Interestingly, 
it is known that this same sort of conversion was 
done by Hebmiiller for the Henkel family on an 
earlier 540 K. It has been surmised that, in this 
case, the top was likely provided by Mercedes- 
Benz. It would have been a piece similar to that 
used on other one-offs built for Mercedes-Benz 
executives at the time, and it was similar to those 
that would ultimately be used on the production 
220 coupes from 1954-1955. 
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This outstanding car was originally finished 
in dark blue with grey leather upholstery and 
rosewood trim. The build sheet also has a number 
of notations that indicate that it was an extremely 
specialised delivery The coupe was first registered 
for the road in 195 1 , and it stayed with Dr Manchot 
until it was passed to Dr Eric Maret, of Hamburg, 
in 1955; the car would be with several more owners, 
all in Hamburg, through 1970. 

For an early post-war vehicle, Dr Manchots 
Mercedes was recognised as a collectible relatively 
early on in its life. It received a body-off restoration 
between the years of 1986 and 1998. A massive file 
contains several photographs of the restoration 


and correspondence pertaining to the project. 
In addition is a FIVA Identity Card, an owner s 
manual, a repair manual, a copy of the original 
delivery documentation, and various invoices 
and correspondence pertaining to the history of 
the car. RM strongly encourages any prospective 
bidders to request to review this wonderful trove of 
documentation prior to the auction. 

The car was beautifully restored and is filled with 
numerous interesting features, such as a sliding 
sunroof, a Siemens radio with a special exterior 
antenna, built-in trafficators to the rear of both 
doors, smoked-grey glass sun visors, and beautifully 
detailed courtesy lights over both doors. 
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Opening the boot reveals an original, unrestored 
three-piece set of exquisitely tailored luggage by 
Karl Baisch, of Stuttgart, with a spare and tyre 
change kit beneath. The rear seat, ideal for two 
children, can be folded down to form a useful shelf 
for parcels or additional touring luggage. Even the 
exhaust on this car is a work of art: a flared fishtail 
outlet that emerges from under the rear bumper. 


Whilst the car appears to have been driven some

Having only produced four-cylinder cars 
post World War Two, Mercedes-Benz 
eventually decided to introduce two 
new six- cylinder automobiles, the 220 
and 300.

The 220, known 
internally as the W 187, was equipped with

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Designed in a modern vogue, body styles included 
the saloon, coupe and two cabriolets, with the 
cabriolet B being a four-seater. 

The Cabriolet B shown here is finished in an older 
cosmetic restoration, with rich cream paint, navy 
blue leather upholstery, and a dark blue cloth 
convertible top, and it shows a well-maintained 
appearance, with only minor flaws and blemishing 


from road use throughout. Elegant features include 
an attractive dial-face Becker radio and amber- 
tinted Bosch fog lamps. It should be noted that the 
car sports a factory replacement or rebuilt engine, 
as is noted by a tag affixed to the engine block.

Conceived, and ultimately created in 
1934, by Mercedes-Benz’s Chief Engineer 
Hans Nibel, the Type W23 was inspired 
by the Rumpler- chassis racers, which ran 
from 1923-1926. The 130 H (with the “H” 
being German for heck , or rear) utilised a 
1.3-litre, side-valve, water-cooled, four- 
cylinder engine that was located behind 
the rear axle. The 3+1 synchronised 
transmission ran ahead of the axle and 


somewhat counterbalanced the heavy 
engine. Although the car offered four- 
wheel independent suspension, handling 
was poor. However, the overall ride quality 
was found to be superior to anything in 
Germany at the time. 

The 130 H was sold as a sedan, open- 
top saloon, or a convertible, each in a 
two-door configuration. Ultimately,

the aerodynamic design had the reputation for 
awkward handling, which resulted in low volume 
sales, and the 130 H was discontinued in 1936. 

Few of the 4,300 W23 units exist today, making 
this example a true collectible. This example was 
delivered new through the distributor in Zurich 
in March 1935. The first known owner was Dr 
H. Mende, in Bern, as confirmed by customer 
service paperwork from Mercedes. The second 
owner was Dr Josef Feyer, who was located in the 
town of Reinholz, in the canton of Solothurn; 
this information is from the accompanying 
“Auto Buch”. 

It has been fully restored and presents in fine 
condition. The dove grey body and wings, 


accented by lighter grey side panels, is expertly 
finished. The exterior is adorned with a centre- 
mounted driving lamp, headlamps, and a horn, 
which are all Bosch items, and external trafficators 
have also been mounted. The re-upholstered 
interior is finished in grey vinyl with a charcoal 
headliner.

Mercedes’ bread-and-butter car in the 
1930s was the 170, which was introduced 
in 1931. As a six-cylinder model, it was 
compact yet advanced. The wheelbase 
was a scant 2,600 millimetres, but, on 
this modest chassis, the manufacturers 
fitted a 1.7-litre six and fully independent 
suspension. The latter utilised twin 
transverse leaf springs at the front and 
swing axles at the rear. Nearly 14,000 were 
built through 1936. 

This smart looking saloon was delivered 
through the Daimler-Benz Dresden 
branch in October 1935 to Herr Karl 


Harliing, of Pirna, Germany, as per a 
copy of the factory data card. Included 
is also the original owner s manual, as 
well as Harliings original registration 
documents. It has since been the recipient 
of a cosmetic restoration, where it was 
finished in maroon with black wings; 
the paint shows a few blisters. The roof 
has a black vinyl insert that is outlined in 
aluminium mouldings.

The body is by 
Mercedes-Benz Karosserie at Sindelfingen 
and carries its emblem, as well as 
trafficators, which are mounted to the 



front door posts. The headlamp bar has a medallion 
for OAMTC, an Austrian motor club that was 
founded in 1896 and is apparently equivalent to the 
Automobile Association. 

The interior has tan leather seats and matching 
door panels in vinyl. They show some careful use 
but no wear. The beige carpets exhibit a little bit of 
soil, whilst the matching headliner is unblemished. 
There is a boot at the rear, with a spare tyre mounted 


behind it, and it comes with an additional bonus of 
a matching covered box trailer. This, however, will 
need some further touches to be operational, as it 
presently lacks lights, and there is no hitch on the 
car.

1961 MERCEDES-BENZ 300 SL ROADSTER

Few will disagree that the Mercedes-Benz 
300 SL in both coupe and open form was 
advanced, and perhaps the 
sports car produced by any 


firm in the 1950s. Many consider it to be 
the greatest sports car of all time. Its seeds 
ted just a few years after the end of 
Daimler-Benz began picking up 



what remained of its factories and started producing 
something besides trucks. Although the potential 
market was small, the company saw a need for an 
upscale automobile that was suitable for government 
and corporate dignitaries and the wealthy motorist. 
That car was the 300 series, which was offered in 
saloon and four-door convertible form, and it was 
introduced at the Frankfurt Auto Show in 1951. It 


proved a success and was soon joined by a 
luxurious coupe and cabriolet. The 300s were 
powered by a torquey, three-litre, overhead- 
cam inline six of very robust construction 
that hinted of further development potential. 
At the same time, the factory was thinking 
of a return to motorsports, and the big 300 s 
engine offered a good place to begin. 










Chief Engineer Rudolf Uhlenhaut and his design 
team took aim at three-litre endurance sports 
car racing, and they soon produced the highly- 
advanced W194 coupe, which was based on a 
lightweight tubular space frame with an all- 
aluminium body shell and unique top -hinged 
doors; this resembled a bird’s spread wings when 
open, thus giving birth to the now-legendary 
“gullwing” label. Powered by an up-rated version 
of the company’s straight six laid over a 45 -degree 
angle to reduce the car’s frontal aspect, the 300 SL, 
with “SL” standing for Sports Leicht , or Lightweight 
Sports, quickly proved its worth. 

These exotic coupes swept the first two places in 
the sports class in the 1952 Carrera Panamericana 
road race after taking overall wins at Le Mans, Bern, 
and the Nurburgring. The factory team narrowly 
missed a victory at the Mille Miglia, settling for 2nd 
and 3rd overall. With these successes, there was an 
immediate clamour for the car to be made available 
to the public. 


The first production coupe, now labelled the W198, 
was unveiled at the 1 954 New York Auto Show, where 
it created a sensation. By then, the engine had been 
fitted with Bosch mechanical direct fuel injection, 
which was a first for the auto industry. This feature 
helped the engine produce an impressive 215 
horsepower, and it made the very aerodynamic 
Gullwing Coupe the world’s fastest production 
automobile. Approximately 1,400 coupes were built 
and sold between 1955 and late 1957, with most of 
them being destined for American customers. 

The original Mercedes-Benz 300 SL Gullwing 
Coupe made its exit in 1957, being succeeded by 
an open roadster model that debuted at that year’s 
Geneva Salon. Converting the famed racing-bred 
coupe to an open convertible meant dispensing with 
the famed upward- opening door and redesigning 
the chassis, which was strengthened significantly 
to compensate for the loss of the roof structure. 
Headlamps were changed, the grille was smaller, 
and chrome moulding was added below the 




doors. A new camshaft and higher compression 
boosted the famed, racing- derived, twin-cam, six- 
cylinder engine s output to 225 brake horsepower, 
and its revised rear suspension now boasted a 
compensating spring, which was added to reduce 
the oversteering tendencies of the Gullwing s 
single-jointed swing-axle arrangement. 

Enthusiasts who may have worried about the 300 
SL going “soft” had absolutely nothing to concern 
themselves about. The Roadster remained amongst 
the fastest automobiles on the road, as it was capable 
of 133 to 155 mph, depending upon the final drive 
ratio specified. Production continued into early 
1963, and with 1 ,858 built, the Roadster proved even 


more popular than its Gullwing predecessor whilst 
still remaining exclusive enough to be rarely seen, 
and it was still incredibly powerful. Like the earlier 
coupe, it was, in its day, the car in which to see and 
be seen, and it was favoured by celebrities, racing 
drivers, and just about anyone who appreciated fine 
machinery and had the bank account to acquire it. 
As with all great automobiles, it has retained that 
same persona to this day, and it remains amongst 
the world s most desired cars. 

This 300 SL Roadster is a well-presented example 
that shows minimal wear from careful use and 
maintenance. As per factory information, it was 
originally delivered on 25 Lebruary 1961 in Ivory 
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(OT 608) with a black top (UT 40) and red leather 
interior (1088). The sleek and sporty body has 
since been finished in black and shows no apparent 
orange peel; although, it would benefit from a 
light polishing to restore its shine. The exterior 
brightwork shows minor evidence of buffing, 
but it presents very well overall. The black cloth 
convertible top, in its original colour, displays 
light wrinkling from storage, but it remains in very 
good condition overall. To complete the package, 
a black removable hardtop, displaying minor 
chipping along the roof edge and some tarnishing 
of the aluminium trim from touring enjoyment, is 
included and presents as a sought-after addition. 
The 300 SL rides on chrome wheels with black 
paint- detailed chrome centre caps, which are both 
displaying minor patina from use, and they are 
shod in Dunlop tyres. 

The well- sorted engine bay has benefitted from 
a thoughtful cosmetic restoration that included 
polishing the exhaust heat shield and chrome- 
plating the intake manifold. Most interesting is the 
presence of an alloy engine block in this car, which 
is stamped with the correct engine number. In fact, 


this car was produced only four numbers away 
from the “official” start of alloy block production, 
so it is possible that this was installed new from the 
factory, or upgraded very early on in the car s life, 
after the new blocks became available. In addition, 
the air cleaner assembly, the coolant tank, and 
other ancillary components display paint detailing 
in gloss black, whilst plated components appear to 
be appropriately finished. This example also has 
front disc brakes, which are also believed to have 
been upgraded in period. 

The interior, finished in beige leather, shows only 
minor wear from the previous owner s enjoyment. 
The leather sill panels exhibit negligible soiling 
with no obvious blemishes. The headliner of the 
convertible top and the white perforated headliner 
of the hardtop both display minor staining from 
previous use, but they still appear in good condition 
overall. Black carpeting lines the boot, with newer 
fitted luggage adding to the grand touring image. 
Additionally, it features a period-correct Becker 
Europa radio. This 300 SL is a true sporting car, and 
it would be a welcome addition to any collection, as 
it offers spirited touring satisfaction.

The 290 was introduced in 1933, adding 
yet another inline six-cylinder-powered 
automobile to the Mercedes-Benz line- 
up.

The Mercedes-Benz 170, a new compact 
model for 1931, launched the company 
into a new segment of the German 
automobile market. Selling for 4,400 to 5,575 
Reichsmarks, it was nearly half the price of the 
contemporary Stuttgart 200. It was available 
in limousine, roadster, and touring styles, 
and it also offered four-passenger cabriolets 
in three different variations. 

This Roadster, perhaps the most endearing of 
all 170 body styles, is handsome in medium 
grey with dark blue wings and bo dy mouldings . 
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This example was ordered in September 1933 and 
to be delivered to its first owner, an industrialist 
by the name of Gueterman, in Freiburg, Germany 
The rear of this attractive little roadster body is 
very similar to that of the factory roadster bodies 
found on some Type 40 and Type 44 Bugattis. The 
paint is a quality job, showing virtually no flaws. 
The luggage compartment, the lid of which opens 
from the front, like a dickie seat, has no cushions 
within, just a vinyl lining on the underside of the 
lid and black carpeting beneath. The hood and its 
frame and screens for the doors are located therein. 

The interior is upholstered in grey leather, which 
is slightly worn and faded, whilst the grey vinyl 


door panels and instrument panel are nicely 
contrasted by dark grey carpeting with blue- grey 
piping, which shows minor discoloration. The 
engine compartment and undercarriage are both 
of driver quality and show some signs of use; 
they could benefit from some detailing. Bosch 
trafficators have been fitted to the scuttle, but 
they are augmented with modern flashing signals 
that have been subtly mounted to the bumpers.

Mercedes-Benz introduced the Type 
380 at the Berlin Motor Show in 
February 1933. It was very limited 
in production and, therefore, 
withdrawn only one year later, with 
a scant 154 units finding owners. 

By some opinions, the model was a 
failure. In retrospect, it offered several 
technological advances in suspension, 
whilst the very special supercharged 
examples provided a thrilling boost 
in power.

The 380, or W22, is referred to as the 15/90 
HP for naturally- aspirated versions and the 
15/120 HP for the supercharged variant. The 
W22 engine began as the same 3,820-cubic 
centimetre inline eight seen in earlier 
models, but it now utilised overhead valves 
rather than side valves. At 120 horsepower 
in supercharged form, the 30 per cent jump 
in power was significant. This upgrade, 
along with its reported top speed of 130 
km/h, immediately established the models 
credentials as technologically advanced.

Additionally, this was the first Mercedes-Benz 
to incorporate an independent suspension 
configuration with a double wishbone and ball 
joints in the front axle and a double-joint swing 
axle with coil springs at the rear. The combined 
advanced design in suspension, coupled with the 
kompressor, made for an exhilarating and smart 
ride in 1933. The sporting Mercedes-Benz 380 K 
could be considered a logical bridge between the 
six-cylinder engine 290 model and the massive 
770 ‘Grosser’ model. Further, it is arguably a 
successor to the famous Type S and a predecessor 
to the 500 K, which would be introduced just one 
year later. 


This 1933 Mercedes-Benz 380 K Sport Roadster is 
the most exclusive of all 380 K body styles, and it is 
believed to be one of only approximately 15 built 
between 1933 and 1934. It is elegant, it is powerful, 
and it is exquisite. The body lines foreshadow those 
which would be seen on the 500 K and 540 K, with 
a flowing, Teutonic design. As expected, the panels 
are straight with very good paint, and the doors 
shut well, like the proverbial bank vault. Michelin 
Comfort Cord tyres have been fitted on the chrome 
wire wheels. The exterior chrome and brightwork is 
polished and show little wear, if any. A chrome Hella 
spotlight adorns the driver’s windshield pillar, and a 
single centred lamp is fitted between the headlamps. 
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The interior is wrapped in tan leather upholstery and 
has matching carpeting. The package compartment 
behind the seat gives access to the lower rumble seat 
area, for larger travel bags. Tan leather also envelops the 
compartment area of the rumble seat, and the driver 
is well informed by a proper assortment of gauges, 
including an 8 5 -litre fuel gauge, a 4000 rpm tachometer, 
a 12 -volt Kraftuhr clock, and temperature and oil 
pressure units. Only 5,806 kilometres are showing on 
the odometer, presumably since restoration, and all- 
weather driving should never been an issue, as a cloth 
top boot can be found within a storage pocket, the 
Plexiglas windscreens are mounted in heavy chromed 
frames, and a single smoked-glass visor is provided for 
the driver. 


As with the passenger compartment, the engine 
bay is tidy and clean, with the aluminium 
supercharger proudly displayed, and all other 
components of the drivetrain and suspension 
have been cleaned and detailed, with minimal 
soiling from road or storage efforts. This 
offering, like other Mercedes-Benz models 
presented, is elegant and refined. However, 
few of these examples can offer the level of 
exclusivity from the limited production and 
technological advancement of the era.

Hans Gustav Rohr headed up the Mercedes- 
Benz Passenger Car Development Department 
for two years prior to his death in August 1937, 
and he was responsible for the evolution of 
the W153 series of automobiles. Presented 
to the public in early 1939, the W153, more 
often referred to as the Type 230, was a direct 
descendent of the W143 of 1937, but it utilised 
a much more modern body and a redesigned 
chassis. The former had a pressed steel sub- 
frame, whilst the W153 had an X-shaped oval 




tube design. Bodies were offered in three different 
cabriolet versions and one saloon. As a result of 
them being produced for everyday use, it is very 
unusual to find one in such fine condition over 70 
years later. 

The example presented here was delivered 
new through Zurich in June 1939, and it is an 
exceptional specimen. It is finished in black 
and grey and has received a restoration befitting 
an everymans car. The paint is commensurate 
with factory standards, with proper panel fit and 
flatness. It is showing only a light patina, and it has 
aged very well. All chrome and polished surfaces 


have been maintained. External trafficators have 
been added. Perhaps even more refined, the 
interior exhibits all restored surfaces, with fresh- 
appearing upholstery and beautiful wood. The 
dark grey headliner is also in fine shape, as is the 
dash and related hardware.

The 170 was the foundation upon 
which Daimler-Benz rebuilt itself after 
World War II.

In the years leading up to World War 
I, Benz 8c Cie. manufactured no fewer 
than 25 different four-cylinder models, 
plus two sixes.

There were two 8/20s from 1914, 
with the newer model having a larger, 
2,090-cubic centimetre engine. This 
was the style that continued after the 
war and through to 1921. Benz began 
using the vee-type radiator, which had 
already being identified with then-rival 
Mercedes, around 1915. The car being

offered is an extremely nice, and perhaps 
unique, doctors coupe. The body is 
by Forton 8c Bettens, of 51 Horseferry 
Road, London, SW, about whom little is 
known. According to Nick Walker s A-Z 
of British Coachbuilders, it is apparently 
one of two known surviving examples of 
their craftsmanship, with the other being 
a 1923 Bentley. 

Whilst the file contains only a small 
amount of documentation, it is interesting 
to note that there is correspondence 
between a former owner and VSCC 
member in the UK, a Mr J.R.H. Ealand, 
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and Mercedes-Benz, which indicates that this 
rare English coachbuilt Benz spent some time in 
England in the early 1990s. 

Subtle yet inordinately pleasing are the polished 
aluminium side panels on the body. Whilst 
they would benefit from buffing out, they give 
a highlight to the ivory paint, which is in good 
condition, save for a few surface blemishes. Some 
of the wood in the body has been replaced, but 
it is believed to be substantially original. The 
side windows all retract into the body, allowing 


the hood to be fully lowered. When erect, the 
lined hood gives the appearance of a fixed-head 
configuration. 

A handsome, varnished wood box on the driver s 
running board contains an acetylene outfit by Franz 
Kruhl 8c Co., of Vienna, itself an interesting period 
piece. The nickel headlamps, by Solar, appear to 
have been made for an American Mitchell, but 
the brass carriage lamps are proper English Rotax 
units. Possibly a one-off when new, it is certainly 
unique today, and absolutely charming.

Successor to the W15 six-cylinder 170 
model, the 1 70 V, internal code W 1 36, was 
slightly larger than its predecessor and 
more powerful, but it came with only four 
cylinders. Introduced in 1936, it had a 
more streamlined body than the 170 and 
was sold at a lower price. The “V” signified 
vorn> German for front, distinguishing it 
from the rear- engine 170 H model, with 
the “H” standing for heck , or rear. The 170 


V fell naturally to taxi work, which is a 
role that Mercedes continues in Germany 
to this day. 

This 170 V, delivered in August 1939 
through the Daimler-Benz Konigsberg 
branch, has the unusual cabriolet saloon 
body. It is essentially a four- door with a 
fold-back black fabric roof that gives open 
air to all passengers when opened. 
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The side rails and windows, however, remain in 
place, providing shelter from the wind and cold. 
The black paint has a deep shine and exhibits 
only a few blemishes. The brightwork has all been 
recently re-plated, with the only flaws being a few 
spots where the undersurface was less than perfect. 

The car is upholstered in tan leather, which is all 
in very good condition, except for some normal 
wear in places where the lowered roof has been 
in contact. The dashboard is painted gloss black 
and presents very well, whilst tan carpet lines

The 300 S was introduced in 1952, and 
it featured a number of enhancements 
over the 300 Saloon; most notably, 
there was a 30 per cent increase in 
horsepower, from 115 to 150. Praised 
by the motoring press, this new car was 


capable of a remarkable 110 mph top 
speed. Appearance was also enhanced 
with a wraparound windshield, graceful 
new wing lines, and a new curved rear 
body line. At $12,500 each, they cost 
as much as 10 standard cars, and as a 
result, only 560 cars were built over six 
years. Such exclusivity resulted in an 
enviable list of clients, including Aga 
Khan, Gary Cooper, and Cary Grant. 
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More importantly, the 300 S introduced three 
sporty new bodies on a 25-centimetre shorter 
chassis; these bodies were a coupe, roadster, 
and cabriolet, and all three of them were priced 
equally. The coupe offered secure weather 
protection, the roadster had a sleek look, and 
the cabriolet gave the versatility of excellent all- 
weather protection in a true open car. 

Although the styling was fresh and modern, it 
was the interior that was most remarkable. In an 
era of spartan furnishings, the new 300 S featured 
a lavish interior that had acres of supple leather, 
glossy burl walnut trim, a dash with chrome- 
accented instruments, and a switchgear that was 
made with the precision of fine jewellery. 


This Cabriolet being offered today was one of two- 
hundred and three built, and it was delivered new 
in Los Angeles, California, U.S.A., in December 
1954. It was painted in black and came with a 
dark beige leather interior and a tan soft top, as 
it is still presented today. It presents as an older 
restoration that still remains in attractive condition 
today. All trim shows negligible wear from having 
been lightly driven, and it would be improved by 
a thorough detailing. Included amongst the many 
nice accessories that this Cabriolet has are a pair 
of bumper-mounted Bosch fog lamps and black 
wheels that are shod in BF Goodrich Silvertown 
wide whitewall tyres. Under the hood, the 
powerplant of this 300 S displays as a well- executed 
detail that has modern hoses, wiring, and cables.

The cabin is trimmed in rich red leather and 
corresponding red carpet, with both exhibiting 
inviting wear.

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After World War Two, Mercedes- 
Benz held a competitive advantage in 
comparison to other German automotive 
manufacturers. Most of the tooling for 
the 170 V model range was intact and 
body steel was readily available, unlike 
BMW and Ford of Germany, whose steel 
suppliers were located in what was, at 
that time, Eastern Germany. 

By the early 1950s, the W136 platform 
was dated but still popularly regarded as 
an entry-level passenger car, and it was 


often used as a service vehicle platform. 
For the 1950 model year, a higher 
displacement engine was fitted, boosting 
horsepower from 38 horsepower to 52 
horsepower. Other upgrades included 
telescopic shock absorbers, stronger 
brakes, and the widening of the passenger 
compartment by 50 millimetres.

The formation of Daimler-Benz AG in 
1926 begat a transitional series of models, 
which had their origins in the former 
companies Benz & Cie. and Daimler 
Motoren Gesellschaff. Amongst these 
was the Mercedes 15/70/100 PS, renamed 
as the Type 400 when the lines were 
combined. Gottlieb Daimler s son, Paul, 
the technical director of DMG from 1907, 
moved on to Horch in 1922. His successor 
was an Austro -German engineer named 
Ferdinand Porsche. 


Born at Maffersdorf, in what was then 
Bohemia, Porsche apprenticed as a 
tinsmith whilst studying at trade school in 
Reichenberg, where he learned the basics of 
electrical engineering. At age 19, he joined 
the United Electric Company, in Vienna, 
whilst attending the technical university. He 
joined Jacob Lohner as a design engineer 
and began working on battery- electric and 
petrol- electric vehicles; it is his name that is 
applied to the Lohner- Porsche front- wheel 
and all-wheel electric-drive cars. 
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In 1906, he signed on at Oesterreichische Daimler- 
Werke AG, becoming Austro-Daimler s technical 
director, where one of his first tasks was the design of 
an aero engine. He also designed a number of high- 
performance cars and became an accomplished 
rally driver. Military projects occupied much of the 
1911-1918 period, including electric- drive heavy 
vehicles that would be built by Skoda. After the 
Great War he created the 15 PS “Sascha”, a light car 
with a 1,100-cubic centimetre, double overhead- 
cam engine. 

A disagreement with the Austro-Daimler board led 
to his departure, and he moved to Stuttgart in 1922, 
where he became the technical director of DMG. 
A supercharged inline eight for the Targa Florio 


served as a precursor to the 15/70/100 Tourer, 
which also had the supercharger, but it came with 
only six- cylinders. Advanced features included 
a light alloy cylinder block, dual ignition, a unit 
gearbox, and four-wheel brakes. 

This transitional Mercedes is both huge and 
handsome. This massive Tourer, of seven-passenger 
configuration, is grey in colour and upholstered 
in black leather with a matching carpet. The 
instrument panel is an attractive varnished burl and 
houses oil and temperature gauges, a speedometer, 
and a clock. The wings are a charcoal hue, set off 
nicely by a dark grey hood, and the underside 
shows just a bit of soil. Otherwise, the car is very 
sanitary, inside and out. 
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Porsche’s supercharged, alloy, overhead-cam 
powerplant takes pride of place in the engine 
room, with polished aluminium and black paint. It 
is nicely detailed without being overdone, and the 
undercarriage is similar in condition. At the rear is 
a handsome form-fitted trunk by Ernest Chevallier, 
of Geneva. 

The paint and brightwork are all in good condition, 
with the latter including Robert Bosch headlamps, 
side lamps that are nearly as large, and an external 
Bosch horn. There are also Bosch spotlights on 
both windscreen posts, dual side-mounted spares, 
and the tyres are Michelin X radials, for a better 


driving experience. Interestingly, the kommission 
papers supplied with the car indicate that the 
engine and chassis, which are matching according 
to the numbers they display, were originally 
beneath a Pullman limousine. The number 
displayed on the original body plate is different 
than that shown on the kommission sheet, so it 
is believed that this is an original tourer body that 
was swapped long ago, possibly in period. In any 
case, this mighty Mercedes is also accompanied by 
FIVA identity papers that were issued in 1996 and 
several service invoices from 2000. Ready for rally 
or a European tour, this mighty Mercedes can be 
displayed with pride.

The Type 290, or W18, Mercedes-Benz was 
available to the public for the first time in 
1933, and it was offered on a chassis with a 
standard wheelbase of 2,870 millimetres.

It was delivered new in Frankfurt, Germany, on 1 June 
1954, and it was originally painted silver grey, DB 125, 
and came with a blue leather interior, 1071, and a blue 
soft top. It displays in a fetching stone grey colour, 
which shows only light polishing marks. The elegant 
brightwork, which has been lovingly maintained, 
adorns the body without detracting from the refined 
statuesque styling. A desirable addition of dual fog 
lights and a hood-mounted spotlight contribute 
additional purpose and character. The corresponding 


black cloth top and Firestone Deluxe Champion 
whitewall tyres that adorn the grey-painted wheels 
complete the dashing exterior. 

The underside of the car is finished in a presentable 
gloss black that has only minor soiling from use. 
In the engine compartment, the robust six- cylinder 
engine appears to have been treated to a respectable 
detailing, including newer hoses, wiring, paint 
detailing of many ancillary components, and 
polishing of the valve cover. 
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The interior is appointed in welcoming and 
inviting worn grey leather and complementary 
blue- grey carpeting. Highlighting the interior 
ensemble are a Becker Mexico radio and rakish- 
looking blue acrylic sun visors, which leave no 
room for interpretation that this is anything other 
than a luxury automobile. A beige headliner, 
which is fitted inside the top, presents no apparent 
flaws.

In 1926, two of Germany’s premier car 
manufacturers, Daimler and Benz, joined 
forces, creating Daimler-Benz A.G. To 
symbolise this union, a new logo was created: 
the Mercedes three-pointed star was placed 
inside of a circle with the names “Mercedes” 
and “Benz” around it, which was bordered by a 
pair of laurel branches. With a pair of factories 
at their disposal, the “Mannheim” -designated 
Mercedes -Benzes were built at the Benz Works 
facilities in Mannheim, Germany, whilst the 
“Stuttgart” cars were built at the Daimler 
factory in Stuttgart. 
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Both manufacturers were well respected when it 
came to creating cars of a sporting nature, and it 
was immediately clear that the union would serve to 
produce even more sporting automobiles in the future. 
Of the models created in the years following the merger 
between Daimler and Benz, the Mercedes-Benz 15/75 
HP 370 stands out amongst the rest as some of the most 
elegant and sporting cars to come out of the factory at 
Mannheim. These cars helped to pave a clear road for 
the development of future sporting cars that would 
wear the three-pointed star. Some of Mercedes -Benzes 
most popular and historically significant automobiles, 
namely the 540 models, owe a part of their development 
and existence to the 370 models. 


The 370 S model utilised the shortest wheelbase 
when compared to its closest siblings, the 350 
and 380 models, as well as the supercharged 
370 K. This helped to give the car a much 
sportier feeling, and as a result, the 370 S was 
considered to be much more of a driver’s 
car than something to be chauffeured in. 
Producing a normally aspirated 75 horsepower, 
performance was stately, with a top speed 
of 75 mph. This was fast enough to cruise at 
speed on Germany’s new system of highways, 
and it was simultaneously comfortable, with 
the engine-mated to Mercedes’ three-speed 
manual gearbox with overdrive. 
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Not only was the 370 S an exciting car to drive, 
but it was also just as exciting to look at. As per 
usual with Mercedes-Benz vehicles of that era, 
the 370 S oozed sophistication and elegance. 
With a beautiful body that featured flowing 
wings that juxtaposed with uniformity of the 
Mercedes-Benz grille, the 370 S was a thing 
of beauty, and it is a very elegant car indeed, 
especially when bodied as a convertible or 
roadster. With the convertible top safely 
stowed away, there was no doubt that the 370 
S Sport Roadster provided one of the finest 
driving experiences of its day. 


The gorgeous example here is chassis 87123, which was 
born as a sport cabriolet and delivered to its original 
owner, Karl Anton Henschel, via the Daimler-Benz 
Nuremburg branch in January 1933. Based on a piece 
of correspondence to Mercedes-Benz that is dated 
from 1997, it is known to have been owned by a Mr 
Obermeier. Between 2004 and 2006, the car was rebodied 
by well-known restorer Franz Prahl, in the form of the 
sport roadster, which was originally produced on the 
85-horsepower 370 S chassis. It is believed that only 
seven of this body style were built, and given Prahls 
ability to restore cars to better than new condition, it 
is understandable why he would choose this body style. 
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Those familiar with Prahls handiwork will 
immediately recognise this example as his work. 
The chassis is so finely finished that it appears as 
if it could have been manufactured in a laboratory 
The same can be said of the 75 -horsepower Type 
370 powerplant, which could fool some into 
believing it was a piece of jewellery rather than an 
internal combustion engine, if not given away by 
the presence of the dual SU side-draft carbs. 

Of course, the livery would have to be befitting of 
the striking coachwork, so it is, of course, logical that 
the colours would be triple black. The bodywork 
is exceptionally straight and has wonderful paint 
application, and the cloth top and leather interior 


display equally well, with no wear whatsoever. The 
interior is set off by the highly polished wood- 
rimmed steering wheel. 

Completing the exterior presentation are wire 
wheels that have painted rims and chrome spokes 
and are shod with Michelin Cord blackwall tyres; 
dual rear-mounted spare tyres, for an aggressive 
and distinctly continental look; Bosch headlights 
and spot light; and aftermarket turn signals, for 
safety on modern roads. This 370 Sport Roadster 
is unequivocally a thing of beauty, and it must 
be viewed in person to be fully understood and 
appreciated.

In early Mercedes-Benz history, 
the “S-Class” designation was used 
colloquially, typically referring to the 
largest and most spacious luxury vehicle in 
the company’s line up.

The streamlined 170 H “peoples 
Mercedes-Benz” was offered in 
several variations, amongst them an 
attractive cabriolet saloon that offered 
the opportunity for open-air fun or 
closed comfort.

The Mercedes 300d was a lengthened 
version of the earlier 300 models, and 
it was designed to be an executives 
limousine that would compete head 
to head with Rolls-Royce. The prestige 
vehicle received a slightly detuned 
version of the same engine that 
Mercedes installed in its 300 SL sports 
car models. Earlier 300 models had 
come to be known as “Adenauer”, for the 


West German Chancellor who favoured 
them as official transportation, and 
that prestigious nickname also carried 
over to the vast successor. The 300d was 
unparalleled in its time for comfort, as it 
had a vast interior that was swathed in 
a log cabin s worth of hardwood and a 
herd of thick leather hides, with enough 
legroom for even the tallest passenger to 
achieve comfort. 
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The Saloon offered here shows under 15,000 
kilometres, which may well be original, as may be 
the Black DB 40 paint, which shows no evidence 
of being a more recent refinish. The interior 
woodwork and the chrome on the inside and out 
have both been well kept, whilst the upholstery, 
headliner, and carpets were all redone more recently 
to a very fine standard. A charming feature is the

In 1934, Mercedes-Benz introduced 
the 500 K, with the “K” standing for 
kompressor , or supercharger. In all, 342 
cars had been built before the introduction 
of the penultimate 5.4-litre 540 K in 1936. 

Although similar in many respects to 
the 500 K, the new model offered even 
more power, with 115 brake horsepower 
when naturally aspirated or an impressive 
180 brake horsepower with the blower 
engaged. Notably, a 12-inch increase in 
wheelbase, with the end result being 128 
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inches, improved ride quality and gave the master 
coachbuilders at Sindelfingen more room to create 
even longer and more graceful lines. The hood 
was lengthened and combined with a vee- shaped 
radiator and external exhaust pipes, endowing the 
car with an undeniable presence. Long sweeping 
wings increased the visual length of the car, whilst 
chrome accents highlighted the lines and added a 
sparkling elegance. 

But it is with the spirited depression of the 
accelerator pedal that the 540 K exposes its true 
heart. The sudden shriek of the kompressor s 7-psi 
boost pressure unmasks the dragon within the 


engine compartment, adding 65 horsepower at 
3,400 rpm. Mercedes-Benz chose to pressurise the 
carburettor on its supercharged cars, so the howl of 
gears, the blower itself, and the scream of air being 
squeezed is un- muffled, creating a siren s roar that 
clears the 540 K’s path with authority. 

According to Jan Melins Mercedes-Benz , The 
Supercharged 8-Cylinder Cars of the 1930s , a mere 
four-hundred and nineteen 540 K chassis were 
built before production ended in 1940. A total of 1 1 
catalogued body styles were created for the 540 K 
by Sindelfingen, with each one being a masterpiece 
of the coachbuilder s art. 
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The handsome example here is a version of the 
Cabriolet B by Sindelfingen. According to the 
accompanying copy of the original kommission 
sheet, chassis 169367 was ordered new by the 
Kores Company, A.G., on 2 February 1938. Due 
to unknown reasons, this order was cancelled on 
3 March. On 4 March, the car was either ordered 
or reassigned to a construction company located 
on Joachimstall Street in Berlin. Since the car was 
shown as being ordered by the company, it can 
be easily assumed that the order was placed by an 
owner or similarly important individual associated 
with the organisation. 


Today, this elegant 540 K is finished in a lovely 
combination of black with grey body sides. The 
top is black cloth, and the chromed wire wheels, 
including side-mounted spares, are shod with 
blackwall tyres and are further ornamented 
by the black detailing on the Mercedes-Benz 
hubcaps. Contrasting with the Teutonic exterior 
is the lovely, inviting green leather interior, 
which is further softened by the burled dash with 
mother of pearl inlay and the burled wood trim. 
It is exquisite and unworn, and it features other 
details that further separate this car as a luxury 
conveyance, including the grey- smoked Plexiglas 
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sun visor and the charcoal grey headliner. Close 
inspection of the gauges reveals a bit of patina, and 
the mileage showing is 906, which is presumably 
correct since restoration. The rear of the body is 
fitted with an integral trunk, which includes a fine 
set of bespoke fitted luggage and also contains a 
black cloth top boot. 

Opening the engine bay reveals the tidily presented 
and massive supercharged, 5.4-litre eight. 
Interestingly, the data plate is clearly original, 
whilst inspection of the machined pad on the 
side of the engine block appears to have only the 
internal engine prefix number and is without the 
six digit serial number, which indicates that the 


engine was possibly replaced at some point in its 
life. The underside of the body is extremely clean, 
and the chassis number of 169367 can be seen 
on the driver s side frame rail, with the number 
12/39 seen stamped on the passenger side rail. 
Along with a copy of the kommission papers, an 
instruction manual for the model is included in 
the file. 

The Mercedes-Benz 540 K will always be legendary 
in the minds of collectors around the world. 
With its exquisite presentation and breath-taking 
performance, this car is ready to hit the road or 
the show field, with the Bosch headlamps lighting 
the way.

The Mercedes-Benz 320 offered here, which is 
desirable for long-distance touring due to the 
combination of its side-valve six and four- 
speed synchromesh gearbox, is equipped with 
the factory limousine body, and it is wearing 
an older re- spray in black with matching 
black steel wheels. It also exhibits some wear 
to the panel edges and minor blistering in 
other places. The exterior trim appears to be 
largely original, with some buffing showing 
through the plating. Options such as the dual 
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side-mounted spare tyres with pedestal mirrors, 
fog lights, a rear luggage rack, and externally 
mounted trafficators add to the stately image of 
this limousine. 

Inside the engine bay, a light detailing is apparent, 
as the cylinder head, intake manifold, and several 
other ancillary components are wearing silver 
paint, and the engine shows moderate wear 
and staining from use and age.

An 
ash grey headliner, which extends the length of 
the car, appears tidy and unworn, save for minor 
soiling, and an auxiliary temperature gauge has 
been fitted under the dash. The striking wood 
trim throughout the cabin has been well looked 
after, with only minor wear from use evident, 
and the rear passenger compartment is separated 
by an elegant partition of wood and glass, with 
provisions for a clock in the centre of the rear 
dash. Blue cloth and matching blue carpeting 
nicely appoint the passenger compartment, and 
both show very well.

Mercedes-Benz’s 320 of the late 1930s 
occupied the same position in the company’s 
hierarchy that the E-Class does today: it was 
a competent performance car without the 
sheer brawn and Teutonic force of the big 
eight- cylinder models, but it was still swift, 
luxuriously bodied, and elegantly appointed. 

The 320 showed that one had arrived in the 
world, but also that one was still careful about 
one’s money Typical of Mercedes-Benz in this 
era, a wide variety of beautifully crafted body 
styles were made available, to suit virtually 
every taste and desire. 
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Perhaps most prominent amongst the sporting 
variations was the cabriolet A, which, like the 
contemporary 540 K, was a luxe two-door 
convertible that had a beautiful top that was 
constructed in typical German style and an interior 
that seated a pair of wealthy adults comfortably The 
curve of the top complemented the 320 s raked- 
back radiator shell, flowing wings, and increasingly 
popular two -tone colour combinations, whilst the 
dual rear-mounted spares added a sporty flair. This 
was by far the most beautiful factory coachwork 
constructed on the 320, and its smaller chassis 
allowed for proportions that rivalled the car s larger 
factory siblings. 


The Cabriolet A offered here is badged as having 
been produced at the Daimler-Benz factory in 
Mannheim, and it shows under 4,000 kilometres, 
presumably since restoration. It is the ultimate 
W142 version, with the bigger 3.4-litre engine 
and the desirable overdrive. It is appointed in a 
beautiful, rich dark blue and dove grey, with a 
complementary blue canvas top that is headlined 
in beige cloth and beige leather upholstery. Trim is 
correct throughout, including Bosch headlamps, 
milk glass parking lights, a driver s side spotlight, 
period aftermarket traffic signals, three wiper 
blades, and chrome wire wheels. Dual flag mounts 
behind the headlights provide a proper place to 
mount ones yacht club burgees. 




Peering within the car, one sees such fine details 
as a single jump seat behind the drivers seat, 
which is suitable to hold ones child or a third very 
uncomfortable adult. Lowering the shelf behind 
the jump seat reveals a fitted suitcase, ideal for 
the grand tour. Interestingly, the driver has his or 
her own bucket seat, with a wider seat supplied 
alongside for the passenger. 


The interior is trimmed in light blonde 
woodwork, which surrounds very nicely restored 
gauges. A three-pointed star atop the gearshift 
knob is a distinctive touch. The upholstery, tan 
carpeting piped in tan leather, and door panels, 
as well as the wood trim, is all in very good 
condition, with the wood appearing to have been 
refinished more recently. 
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The paintwork could use some selective refinishing, 
the chrome trim has light pitting and polish marks 
throughout, and the radiator shell could perhaps 
be in need of re-plating. In addition, the top shows 
light wear from having been folded with the top 
irons. A thorough detailing and adjustment of 
panels would take care of many of the minor issues 


found throughout the car, which could be toured 
or shown locally with ease. 

Overall, this is an elegantly appointed, gorgeous 
design on Mercedes-Benz’s “achievable” luxury car 
of this period, and it is ready to be re-commissioned 
for touring enjoyment in the finest German style.

The 300 series was introduced at the 
Frankfurt Auto Show in 1951, and it 
was designed specifically for the export 
market. The 300 was beautifully designed, 
and it featured a modern wraparound 
windshield and flush-mounted 
headlights. Initially, the series was only 
available in four-door configuration as 
either a saloon or cabriolet. 

The 300 S, or “Super”, model was 
introduced in mid- 1952, and it combined 
elements of the existing 300 series with the 
upcoming but delayed 300 SL sports car. 


The most notable enhancement included 
a 30 per cent increase in horsepower, 
from 1 15 to 150. Praised by the motoring 
press, this new car was capable of a 
remarkable top speed of 110 mph. It also 
had a wraparound windshield, graceful 
wing lines, and a curved rear body line. 
The comprehensive list of standard 
equipment included no-glare mirrors, 
vacuum-assisted brakes, backup lights, 
reclining seats, and windshield washers. 
Priced from $12,680, these cars cost as 
much as 10 standard cars, and as a result, 
only approximately 560 examples of the

300 S were built, with 2 16 of those being coupes. Of 
course, such exclusivity resulted in an enviable list 
of wealthy and famous clients, including the Aga 
Khan, Gary Cooper, and Cary Grant. 

More importantly, the 300 S introduced three 
sporty new bodies on a 25-centimetre shorter 
chassis; these three body styles were a coupe, 


cabriolet, and roadster. Although the styling was 
fresh and modern, the interior was most impressive. 
In comparison to the spartan automotive 
furnishings of some of its contemporaries, the new 
300 S featured a lavish interior with supple leather, 
glossy and perfect burled walnut trim, a dash with 
chrome- accented instruments, and a switchgear 
that was made with the precision of fine jewellery.

This 300 S is one of those 216 coupes. It was delivered 
new in Dortmund, Germany, on 17 July 1954. It was 
dark green with a grey- green leather interior. Today, it 
exhibits an exquisite black exterior over a black leather 
interior upholstery and is fitted with elegant wood 
trimmings on the dash and doors. The upholstery has 
been replaced more recently, and it presents quite well. 
The interior chrome displays very well. Additionally, 
the dash has a removable radio delete plate, should the 
new owner choose to add this amenity. An interesting 
feature of the 300 S Coupe is the rear seat, as it can 
transform into a nifty package tray to accommodate 
the spoils of weekend shopping trips. 


A well- detailed engine bay shows newer coolant 
hoses and heater hoses and the refinishing of 
several ancillary components.

No other automobile marque has so 
consistently led the field, literally from 
the very beginning of the industry, than 
Mercedes-Benz. Credited with the first 
production automobile, the company 
has been manufacturing automobiles 
longer than any other. Steadily improving 
products meant that by the first decade 
of the twentieth century, chain -driven 
Mercedes race cars were a dominant 
force around the world. On the street, the 
massive 90 horsepower cars had no equal 
for sheer power, speed, and elegance. 

By 1922, a six-litre engine with the newly 
designed supercharger was married to 
a shortened wheelbase. The result was 


considered the fastest touring car of 
its time, as it produced an impressive 
160 horsepower with the supercharger 
engaged. The S- series then began to 
evolve, soon to be joined by the SS and 
SSK models. More than any other model, 
it was this series of supercharged six- 
cylinder cars that established Mercedes- 
Benz’s outstanding international 
reputation. In its fully developed form, 
the supercharged, 7.1 -litre engine 
of the SSK could reach a staggering 
300 horsepower, which powered the 
lightweight, streamlined coachwork to an 
unheard of 147 mph. The overwhelming 
performance of the SSK model resulted 
in many victories for Mercedes-Benz. 




Perhaps the most important of these were Rudolf 
Caracciolas wins at the 1931 Mille Miglia and 
German Grand Prix. 

By the late 1920s, the S, SS, and, ultimately, the 
SSK chassis were revered as a tour de force of 
automotive engineering. Few today remember 
that it was Ferdinand Porsche who developed 
the dominant characteristic of the engines: their 
superchargers. As the chief engineer for Daimler 
(after 1926, Daimler-Benz) from 1924 until 1929, 
Dr Porsche laid the foundation upon which the 
next generation, now to be eight- cylinder cars, 
would be built. 

But it was to be under the direction of a brilliant 
young engineer, Hans Nibel, that the eight- 
cylinder cars were created, beginning with the 
Type 380, which was the first production car with 


independent front suspension. Succeeded by the 
500 K, then ultimately the 540 K, these cars were 
built upon two main frame rails that are tapered at 
the front to fit the narrow radiator behind the front 
suspension, which had become a Mercedes-Benz 
hallmark. The factory coachworks at Sindelfingen 
had already earned a reputation for top quality 
workmanship, perhaps the best in Europe, 
producing stylish, imposing automobiles trimmed 
to the highest levels of luxury. 

The 380, the first of these supercharged, overhead- 
valve, eight- cylinder flagships, was introduced 
in 1933. Power output was modest, at 90 brake 
horsepower naturally aspirated, or 120 brake 
horsepower with the blower engaged, but its 
smooth refinement made the potential clear. With 
its attractive Sindelfingen coachwork, 157 chassis 
were built. Performance, whilst acceptable, was 
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not outstanding, particularly with the heavier 
coachwork, which resulted from customer demand 
for even more luxurious bodies. 

Recognising the need for more power, Mercedes- 
Benz introduced the 500 K, with the “K” standing 
for kompressor , or supercharger, in 1934. With 
power increased to 100 brake horsepower, or 160 
brake horsepower with the supercharger engaged, 
the cars were finally amongst the fastest grand 
touring cars of the time. Even though the 380 had 
also been supercharged, the K designation and new 
external exhaust left no doubt about the car s very 
special capabilities. 

The example offered here, chassis 215011, is mated 
to engine 130876. Although specific delivery 


data is not known due to the unavailability of a 
kommission sheet, Mercedes-Benz was able to 
verify that chassis and engine 130876 was delivered 
new to a client in Lisbon, Portugal, in May 1936. 
They were also able to further indicate that 215011, 
which is found stamped on the driver s side of the 
chassis rail, is actually the kommission number 
for the car. On the passenger- side frame rail, the 
number 08:20 can be found stamped. 

The fit and finish of the car is well above average, with 
the black exterior complemented by beige leather 
upholstery, tan carpeting, and a tan cloth top. This 
500 K rides on chromed wire wheels that are shod 
with Bedford Famous Coach whitewall tyres; the 
car is also equipped with dual side-mounted spares. 
The roadway is lit by Bosch headlights, but there 
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is also a pair of ancillary lights, which includes a 
centre spotlight by Destmo Ltd. and a single centre- 
mounted Raymond Pivophare light that turns with 
the steering wheel, just as the American Pilot-Ray 
lights do. The paint is in excellent condition and 
done to a very high standard, and every piece of 
chrome was re-plated at the time of restoration. 
Today, the exterior shows wear only from polishing 
marks, whilst the beautifully restored underside 
shows some use, but a gentle cleaning will bring it 
back to a higher degree of presentation. 

The seat upholstery is moderately worn in both 
the front and rear, whilst the cloth top is in good 
condition and protected by a leather boot when 
in the down position. Contrasting the subdued 
upholstery is the beautiful burled wooden dash and 


trim, which gives an additional touch of class and 
flare to this stately conveyance. The engine bay is 
very clean and presentable, and it could be made 
more so with some detail work. It is interesting to 
point out that many assembly numbers can be seen 
on various ancillary components, which attests to 
the originality of the unit. The radiator, however, 
is weeping at various points, and it will likely need 
to be rebuilt or renewed. With the built-in trunk 
providing additional storage, this would make an 
ideal car for touring. 

This 500 K simply conjures images of fast, top 
down touring on the open road. With the sound of 
the howling supercharger providing the symphony, 
and a young lady in the passenger seat, there is 
simply nothing better.

The 320 was derived from Mercedes- 
Benz’s 290 platform and designed to 
serve a large role in the Mercedes- 
Benz line-up. Intended to enter the 
marketplace in between the large- 
and medium-sized offerings, the 320 
was offered with either a short- or 
long-wheelbase chassis. The shorter 


wheelbase only offered three different 
variations on the chassis, whilst the 
long wheelbase offered 10 different 
body styles. Customers preferred having 
more choices with the longer wheelbase, 
and as a result, that particular chassis 
sold quite well. 


The “D” designation on this 1938 Mercedes- 
Benz 320 Cabriolet refers to its body style as 
a four- do or convertible saloon that is similar 
to its four-door saloon cousin but without 
the B-pillar between the doors. Currently 
finished in a beautiful two -tone paint scheme 
of dark blue and cream over a black leather 
interior and black soft top, the car presents 
well and shows only minor traces of patina. 
On this example, the interior leather wears 
no blemishes from use after its restoration. 
A recent mechanical assessment showed that 
the engine has not seen use for an extended 
period of time and that it is not original to 
this chassis. 


Perhaps the most attractive feature on this particular 
example is its removable windshield, which is vee’d 
and raked at a rather steep angle.

Mercedes-Benz introduced many 
automobiles with the designation 200, 
or, in German, the Type 200. To avoid 
ambiguity, most enthusiasts refer to a 
particular models internal works number. 
In the case of the 1934 Mercedes-Benz 
200 Sport Roadster, the internal works 
number is W21. The Mercedes-Benz 200, 
W21, was introduced in 1933 under the 
same model designation as the previous 
Mercedes-Benz Type 200 Stuttgart, W02. 
In contrast to the primitive solid axle 


and leaf- spring suspension of the Type 
200 Stuttgart, the new 200 incorporated 
transverse- spring front suspension and 
independent swing axle coil-spring rear 
suspension, which made a significant 
improvement to both handling and 
ride quality. Also, the new 200 utilised 
a 40-brake horsepower, 1,961 -cubic 
centimetre, inline six- cylinder engine 
and a four-speed overdrive transmission, 
which provided a claimed top speed of 
98 km/h. 
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The example offered today, which is believed 
to have been originally delivered as a cabriolet 
A, was later fitted with the desirable and rakish 
sport roadster body that it proudly wears today. 
This body incorporates seating for two in the 
driver’s compartment and a rumble seat in the 
rear deck lid. Finished in a lovely two-tone red, 
this example presents as a well-cared-for, older 
cosmetic restoration with minor blemishes from 
polishing and age. The main body panels, such 
as the hood, hood sides, doors, and deck lid, are 
finished in a medium red, whilst the wings, belt 
line moulding, and rear deck body mouldings are 
capped in rich maroon. The exterior brightwork, 
including the radiator shell, stone guard, 
headlight buckets, and bumpers, all display light 
patina from age, but they have been buffed to 
restore their lustre. This Sport Roadster rides on 
dark red wheels with lovely chrome centre caps, 
and they are shod in wide whitewall tyres. In 
keeping with the sporting theme, the windshield 
can be folded down for extra excitement. 


The tidy engine bay holds the six- cylinder engine, 
which was replaced or rebuilt by Mercedes-Benz, 
as noted by a stamped tag affixed to the block. The 
engine appears to have been given a light detailing, 
as the ancillary components are clean and tidy. 
The visible frame inside the engine bay and the 
underside of the chassis still present nicely, with 
minor signs of soiling showing from age. 

This open Sport Roadster is appointed in newer 
beige leather seats and door panels, which show 
only minor wrinkling from use, and these are 
complemented by matching beige carpeting. The 
dashboard is finished in matching leather, and it 
is fitted with dual chrome- trimmed glove boxes. 
The rumble seat, located in the rear deck lid, 
shows only minor wrinkling from storage and no 
obvious wear.

Although Carl Benz began his 
motorwagen endeavours with spidery 
tricycles, it didn’t take long for four-wheel 
models to follow. It was the two-cylinder 
Parsifal of 1903, however, that took on 
the image of a “modern” car, and a four- 
cylinder engine was introduced the same 
year. By 1907, the cars were racing, and 
three years later, engines of two to ten 
litres were offered. The 35/60 PS (the “P” 
referring to pferdestarke , which is German 
for its horsepower rating) helped the 
company double sales in 1909. A year 
later, Benz commanded 10 per cent of 
German production and soon overtook 
then-rival Mercedes in output. 
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As an older restoration that is wearing 
contemporary yet attractive racing style speedster 
coachwork with open-wheels, this car is very 
handsome in white with polished brass mouldings. 
The body exhibits excellent craftsmanship and is 
complemented by a brass fuel tank and tool box 
at the rear. A pair of portable brass fuel tanks nest 
inside the spare tyre. Other brass accoutrements 
include the radiator shell, a bulb horn, and hub 
caps, all of which show some scars of the ages and 
a gentle patina. 


The leather seat shows age and some wear, but it is 
entirely presentable and serviceable. The dashboard 
is varnished wood and has original instruments, 
including gauges for oil pressure and fuel pressure 
and a 120 km/h speedometer. The engine 
compartment is clean and nicely detailed, and 
an electric starter has been fitted for convenience 
in firing up the large -displacement engine. As a 
period-appropriate re-creation of an early 20th 
century speedster, this car is sure to engender a rush 
of adrenaline on the road.

The Mercedes-Benz W08 Nurburg 
acquired a more powerful companion 
model, the 500, in 1931. With the engine 
bored out to 4,918 cubic centimetres, it 
was rated at the same 18/80 PS as the 460 
model, which continued in production 
until 1933. Both touring saloons and 
Pullman limousines were offered, and the 
bodies remained much the same as the 460, 
but there was no short- wheelbase model. 


The term “Pullman” has several 
connotations: In North America it is most 
recognisable as a luxury railroad parlour 
car or sleeping car, after George Mortimer 
Pullman, a U.S. inventor and designer. In 
the European motoring world, it is known 
as a large and luxurious automobile, 
and particularly in Germany, it denotes 
vast length. The name has been used by 
Mercedes-Benz over the years to describe 
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their longest models, often in conjunction with a 
body style, as in the Pullman limousine, as seen 
here, or the Pullman kabriolett. 

Such prestige limousines were often bodied by 
outside coachbuilders. Daimler-Benz, however, 
had their own coachworks, which was equal to 
any of the other European constructors. In 1915, 
Daimler Motoren-Gesellschaff had established an 
aero engine plant at Sindelfingen, near Stuttgart. 
After the Great War, however, it was underutilised, 
as the Treaty of Versailles proscribed German aero 
production. However, the expanding automobile 
market, especially after the 1926 merger with 


Benz, demanded more space, so body production 
was moved to Sindelfingen, where coach building 
was also undertaken for outside firms like BMW, 
Hanomag, and Maybach. From 1933, only 
1930s sports model Mercedes-Benz cars were 
bodied, and they proudly displayed Sindefingen 
body plates. 

The 500 Nurburg, later simply called the Type 500 N, 
would succeed its sibling after 1932, when a vee- 
type radiator shell and slightly raked windscreen 
were adopted. The final iteration of the W08 style, 
with higher compression and more streamlining of 
the body, was built from 1936 to 1939. 
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This Type 500 Pullman Limousine presents well in 
gloss black. As the recipient of an older restoration, 
it displays a bit to checking to the front wings, 
bonnet, and scuttle, but the overall effect is striking, 
with it being highlighted by recent re-plating of 
all the brightwork. The chauffeurs compartment 
is upholstered in black vinyl, and it is in very good 
condition. The rear compartment has seating for five 
passengers, with two of them sitting on folding jump 
seats. The compartment is finished in striped cloth 
with tan carpet. There are smoking sets, an ashtray 
and cigarette lighter, on each side, door pockets, 
courtesy lights with etched lenses, and a folding fabric 
sunroof that extends the entire length of the body. 


Exterior lighting is comprised of large Carl 
Zeiss headlamps and Bosch side lamps, as well 
as trafficators that are fitted to the windscreen 
pillars. A capacious trunk is carried on a folding 
rack at the rear. The engine compartment is 
clean and serviceable, although not excessively 
detailed, and the massive side-valve eight 
consumes all available space. Interestingly, it 
is fitted with its factory overdrive unit, which 
was actually manufactured by Maybach, and 
it has a final drive ratio of 1:141. Ideal for 
Continental touring, this stately Pullman 
Limousine is also well suited for parade work 
or wedding hire.

The Mercedes-Benz product line of 
the late 1950s had a glaring void. The 
300 SL sports car was magnificent 
but expensive, and its 190 SL sibling, 
developed from an entry-level saloon, 
lacked performance. To remedy this 
omission, development began on a 
six-cylinder evolution of the 190 SL 
that was internally coded W127 and 
intended to be badged as 220 SL. Along 


the way, however, the development was 
redirected toward the S-Class W112 
platform. The result was the W113, a 
fuel-injected, 2.3-litre sports car that was 
introduced at the March 1963 Geneva 
Motor Show. Badged 230 SL, it came as a 
roadster or “pagoda roof” coupe. Nearly 
20,000 were built through 1967, of which 
more than half were exported, many of 
them to the United States. 
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Road & Track was impressed by its performance, 
stating: “The 230 SL really belongs to the fast car group”. 
Successively larger engines, such as the 250 SL and the 
280 SL, kept the W113 in production through 1971. 
When finally succeeded by the R107 and Cl 07 cars, 
nearly 50,000 had been built. 

The first-year 230 SL offered here is a largely original 
car, including what appears to be the factory finish of 


Papyrus White and the black leather upholstery, 
chrome, and removable black pagoda hardtop, 
as well as the authentic “salt and pepper” 
carpeting, which are all well-preserved. 
Equipped with a Becker Mexico radio/cassette 
player, clock, and modern boot-mounted 
Alpine CD changer, it remains in very good 
overall condition, and it would be a pleasure to 
lightly recommission, drive, and enjoy.

Whilst mass-produced, the 
cars were hand-finished at Sindelfingen 
by craftsmen skilled in the art of coach 
building, and the result was jewel-like fit 
and finish, at a cost of nearly 75% more 
than the saloon. As a result, fewer than 
2,000 of the coupe and cabriolet 220 SEs 
were sold between 1958 and 1960, and 


the 220 SE has taken its rightful place in 
the hierarchy of Stuttgart’s most famous 
and beloved creations. 

As the recipient of an older cosmetic 
restoration, this 220 SE wears elegant 
two -tone paintwork with a jet black 
roof over a medium silver body The 
highly attractive body is enhanced by the 
sparkle of the brightwork, which shows 
only light polish wear. 
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A nice addition to the classic fascia of the car is the 
fitment of dual Hella fog lights. The underside was 
lightly refinished as well, having been painted flat 
black and showing only light soiling today A look 
under the bonnet reveals a rather tidy engine bay, 
with the 2.2-litre, fuel-injected engine displaying 
very nicely, having benefitted from light detailing. 

In keeping with the regal exterior, the interior 
is furnished with rich, comfortably worn red 
leather and corresponding dark red carpeting, 
which exhibits some light soiling on the driver 
and passenger floorboards. An attractive light tan 


headliner has some minor staining, but there are no 
obvious flaws. The dark dash and wood trim work 
have also been refinished and exhibit only minor 
wear. A lovely feature of these cars is the folding 
rear seat, which transforms into a package tray for 
extra storage. The boot is finished in similar red 
carpeting and additional black carpeting, and it 
holds a full-size spare tyre. Like with most luxury 
touring automobiles, luggage space in the boot is 
more than adequate. As one of the most desirable 
luxury models produced by Mercedes-Benz at the 
end of the 1950s, this gorgeous 220 SE would look 
right at home on the road or in the garage.

As a worthy successor to the 770 Grosser 
Mercedes of the past, the all-new 600 
saloon debuted at the Frankfurt Auto 
Show in 1963. Representing state-of-the- 
art automotive engineering in just about 
every department, the newcomer featured 
an overhead camshaft, fuel-injected 
6.3-litre V-8 engine, air suspension 
with variable ride control, a four- speed 
automatic transmission, all-around 
disc brakes, power- assisted steering, 
central locking, and separate heating 
and ventilation systems for the front and 
rear compartments. Built in saloon and 
nine-passenger LWB limousine forms, 
which made it beloved by heads of State, 
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the imposing heavyweight 600 was endowed with 
respectable performance nonetheless, reaching 60 
mph in a little under 10 seconds and exceeding 125 
mph flat out. 

The example offered here is the shorter wheelbase 
variant that would have had the affluent owner/ 
driver behind the wheel with much pride.

1934 MERCEDES-BENZ 380 K CABRIOLET A

A predecessor to the mighty 500 K and 540 
K models, the Mercedes-Benz 380 K was 
designed to be a luxurious long-distance 
touring car, as it was well equipped to 
eat up hundreds of kilometres at a time 
on Germany’s then new and expanded 
road network. As a completely new design 
that introduced a number of technical 
innovations, this was an automobile 
that offered everything a driver could 


have wanted from an automobile: a 
comfortable ride, ample power, sporty 
handling, and ravishing good looks. 

The mechanical design is elegant and 
similar to the later 500 K and 540 K 
models, as all three share the same 
type of box-section chassis frame, 
suspension, and similar wire wheels. 
The easiest way to distinguish a 380 from 
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its successors is by the lack of external exhaust 
pipes on the passenger side of the bonnet, 
something that was present on both later 
models. All 380s produced were coachbuilt 
by Sindelfingen, who produced a variety of 
body styles, including three different versions 
of a cabriolet, a roadster, a closed four-door, 
and a coupe. No doubt, the 380 K had many 
admiring onlookers upon its premiere at the 
Berlin Auto Show in 1933. 


The defining aspect of the 380 K was its kompressor , or 
supercharger, which gave the examples equipped with 
it markedly increased power over the standard model, 
in addition to producing a howl which was, and still is, 
regarded as pleasing to automobile aficionados. Power 
was rated at 90 horsepower in naturally aspirated form, 
but with the supercharger engaged, power increased to 
120, allowing the new Mercedes-Benz to compete with 
other supercharged touring cars of the time offered by 
Bugatti and Alfa Romeo. 
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Chassis 103351 was delivered new through the 
Daimler-Benz branch in Hamburg in June 1934. 
Having been restored some time ago, it displays few 
signs of wear, including some paint checking on the 
front wings, but it presents well overall. Painted in 
a stunning shade of red, this car is equipped with 
chrome wire wheels that have inserts painted to match 
the exterior. The tan leather interior and matching 
carpet display only light wear and contribute to 
a very nice ambiance, which is augmented by the 
polished wood trim and mother of pearl dash inlay. 
The engine bay remains tidy overall and appears to 
be correct. This example also has dual side-mounted 
spare tyres with pedestal mirrors. 


With a total of just 154 units produced by its 
second and final year of production in 1934, the 
380 K is quite rare and has an important place 
in automotive history, as it is the predecessor to 
the 500 K and 540 K. Both cars owe thanks to 
the 380 K for paving the road for their technical 
development and for giving birth to one of the 
most beautiful bodies ever adorned with the 
three-pointed star. As such, it demands to be 
included in any collection of pre-war Mercedes- 
Benz sports cars. This 380 K Cabriolet A would 
be a fantastic car to drive and enjoy, and it would 
certainly attract only warm compliments wherever 
it travelled.

Mercedes-Benz introduced the full-size 320 as 
a successor to the 290. Equipped with an inline 
six-cylinder engine that produces 77 brake 
horsepower and a four- speed synchromesh 
transmission, the 320 was well suited for long- 
distance touring in comfort.

A new Mercedes-Benz series, factory coded 
W18, began production in 1933 and replaced 
the Type 350/370 Mannheim series. The fresh 
motor car, more commonly known as the 
Type 290, heralded a number of advanced 
engineering features, among them were 
hydraulic brakes, a transverse leaf- spring/ coil- 
spring front suspension, a coil-spring floating 
rear axle, and a 60 horsepower, 2,867-cubic 
centimetre, side- valve inline six- cylinder 
engine. In addition to the bare chassis for 
custom coach builders, six factory-built body

styles and a Kuebelwagen (military) variant were 
available. The factory designs included a four-door 
touring car, a four-door saloon, and four 2-door 
convertibles or cabriolets (A, B, C, and D) with 
various seating configurations. 

Mercedes-Benz produced 7,495 W18 passenger 
cars, of which 3,566 sat on a shorter chassis, whilst 
3,929 used a longer chassis. The shorter cars’ bodies, 
which were on 2, 8 70 -millimetre chassis, reflected 
the design seen on the Type 200 (W21) models 
of the time, but the 290 bodies were actually a bit 
longer. The least expensive of the offered bodies 
was, ironically, a six- seat light limousine, listed at 
7,950 Marks. A pricier saloon with a torpedo body, 


which was called a Tourenwagen, offered a more 
elegant option. Three convertible bodies were 
additionally offered and designated as Cabriolet B, 
Cabriolet C, and Cabriolet D. These were offered 
in two- or four-door configurations, with two for 
four-passenger seating. One more convertible was 
offered with a much sportier look, the Cabriolet A. 
It had a body that sat 190 millimetres lower than 
the other soft-topped versions, and it was amongst 
the most expensive, with it priced at 13,000 Marks. 

Elegantly exhibiting a more streamlined appearance, 
this special W18 Cabriolet A by Sindelfingen was 
delivered new through Berlin in November 1934. 
It is arguably one of the most well-proportioned 
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and sporting designs of the day, and it was certainly 
destined for an astute connoisseur who could 
appreciate the illusion of width and length, which 
was created by the low profile of the body and 
greatly enhanced by the presence of the dual rear- 
mounted spare tyres. The overall presentation of 
this Type 290 is very good, as it is showing minimal 
wear for an older restoration. This is a left-hand 
drive example that has a single bench seat that 
folds forward to reveal a tidy package area and 
red leather upholstery, which gives a hint of being 
driven enough to break in the material, creating a 


warm, inviting appearance. The wonderful, vintage 
VDO gauges are exquisitely trimmed in chrome 
and mounted on a single fascia, which in turn 
rests upon the red leather- trimmed dashboard. 
The odometer shows 6,427 kilometres registered, 
presumably since restoration. 

The engine compartment shares a quality similar 
to the passenger area: it is very proper and stock 
looking, yet it shows signs of being enjoyed on the 
road with light soiling. The chassis and underside 
have been painted gloss black and still show well. 
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A faint metallic can be seen in the black paint that 
covers the majority of the body, while the side panels 
have a metallic silver finish; the painted surfaces 
are overall quite nice, with only minimal blistering 
from age. Dual trafficators have been added, and a 
radio antenna and driver s side spotlight are nice 


additions to an otherwise fine automobile, which 
is completed by Firestone Deluxe Champion tyres 
that have been fitted on the silver wire wheels. This 
Cabriolet is not only a rare and highly attractive 
specimen, but it is also a fine example of a nicely 
patinated vintage Mercedes-Benz.

Talented Daimler-Benz engineer Hans 
Nibel was one of the first automotive 
minds to begin experimenting with 
rear-engine chassis in the late 1920s. 
Within five years, in February 1934, 
a production version of one of his 
designs, the 130 H, had debuted at 
the Berlin Auto Show. Powered by a 
water-cooled, flathead, four-cylinder 


engine on a rather conventional chassis, 
its streamlined bodywork could be 
considered something of the German 
Chrysler Airflow. It was advanced, ahead 
of its time, and not really what most 
of the German public saw themselves 
buying. In addition, many of the buyers 
were not prepared for how to drive a 
rear- engine car. 
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The 130 H was not a bad car; it was just too far 
ahead of its time. Variations of the design would 
remain in production until after World War II, 
but it would never achieve the same fame as the 
Volkswagen Beetle, which, arguably, borrowed 
many of its original ideas. 

The Cabriolet Saloon shown here was delivered 
through the Daimler-Benz Hamburg branch in 
August 1935 and features, as its name suggests, a 
folding fabric roof, which opens to allow fresh air 
and sunlight to spill into the interior. Finished 
in black with charcoal upholstery and carpets, 


it presents as a very tidy older restoration, with 
presentable paint and an extremely well-kept 
interior. It is even particularly well detailed under 
the rear bonnet and underneath, with obvious, 
recent, and extensive attention paid to freshen 
the suspension, cylinder head, and block. Bosch 
headlamps lead the way, with matching trafficators 
signalling turns in busy cities. 

As one of Mercedes-Benz s most innovative models 
of the period, this 130 H is a rarely seen landmark 
in the company’s engineering timeline, and it 
deserves the closest attention.

World War II dealt Daimler-Benz a mighty 
blow. At war s end, its plants were largely 
rubble and its passenger car line consisted 
only of the pre-war 170V, as the tooling 
for which had escaped destruction. It was 
a modest middle-class car that had been 
the best seller during the 1930s, and it was 
a good candidate for an austere recovery, 
with production beginning in the spring 
of 1946. A larger, 1,767-cubic centimetre 
engine was fitted starting in May 1950, 
and the petrol version was designated 170 


Va, to distinguish it from the diesel model, 
170 Da. 

The archetypal post-war Mercedes 170, 
of which some 83,000 were built, is the 
ubiquitous 170 Va Saloon. This excellent 
example presents well in black, as it has 
a deep gloss and few blemishes. The 
brightwork is generally good, although 
the radiator shell, mirror, and door 
handles show some pits. The bumpers, 
however, are excellent. 
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The interior is upholstered in brown leather and 
is showing no wear. There is also light brown 
carpeting with brown piping, which is exhibiting 
some use, and the cloth headliner has some stains 
on the driver’s side.

The 290 
implemented the same upgraded suspension 
that was to be found on most Mercedes-Benz 
automobiles from the early 1930s to nearly the 
1960s. A pressed-steel box frame, fitted with 
upper arm, coil- and transverse leaf-spring 
suspension in the front and swing axle with coil 
springs in the rear, offered a much smoother 
ride over its U-section frame and leaf spring 
rigid axle predecessors. The 290 was fitted

with a smaller six- cylinder engine, in comparison 
to the previous Mannheim models, but it could 
still attain a claimed top speed of 103 km/h, due 
in part to its three-speed transmission, which 
incorporated a fourth-gear overdrive ratio. The 290 
offered several body styles, including a saloon, a 
tourer, and cabriolets A, B, C, and D. In addition, a 
long-wheelbase chassis could be ordered and fitted 
with saloon, Pullman limousine, tourer, cabriolet 
A, B, D, and F, roadster, streamlined saloon, and 
luxury saloon bodies. To differentiate between the 
two wheelbases, the long wheelbases were denoted 
with lang in their title, which is German for long. 


The gracious example offered here is a 290 Lang 
Cabriolet A that presents very well in two -tone 
black and Signal Red. A tag prominently affixed to 
the cowl indicates that this 290 was rebodied into 
its current form in 2004 by Jahn Bahr Karosserie. 
Today, the exterior finish displays well, with only 
minor wear to the panel edges and some bubbling 
near the rear spare tyre carrier. The exterior 
brightwork has been re-plated and shows light 
patina from polishing. The black cloth convertible 
top is nicely fitted, and additional accoutrements 
include jewels inlaid in the headlight buckets, 
accessory Hella lights fixed to the front bumper, 
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flush cowl-mounted trafficators, and an elegant 
whitewall spare tyre mounted flush with the rear 
deck. The chrome-plated wire spoke wheels, which 
have red and black painted chrome centre caps and 
are shod in wide whitewall tyres, show quite well. 


The well-appointed interior, clad in black vinyl 
upholstery and black carpeting, exhibits no 
obvious wear. The interior chrome switchgear, 
door pulls, and still plates have been re-chromed, 
and the dashboard, clad in dark wood trim, 
exhibits a refinishing with care taken to preserve 
its rich appearance. One of the interesting 
features of this Cabriolet A is a sideways-facing 
jump seat located in the rear cabin. The jump 
seat can be shifted to allow for the removal of 
the boot access panel, where the convertible top 
boot is stored, providing some room for storage. 
This lovely Cabriolet A presents well and would 
make a fine addition to any collection, as it 
provides the opportunity for touring in elegance 
and style. 


The parallel opening bonnet covers the well-kept 
engine bay, which appears to have been cleaned and 
cosmetically maintained 
six- cylinder engine displays silver and black paint, 
and many of the ancillary components are finished 
in the appropriate colours. In addition, modern 
wiring, tubing, and hoses are all visible in the engine 
bay, for added reliability and peace of mind. The 
chassis exhibits an orderly black finish with minor 
soiling from use, along with a newer exhaust system.

The common saloon body for Mercedes- 
Benz cars in the 1930s and 1940s was 
called the limousine, and it could 
typically seat four passengers. Many of 
these models were also offered with a 
schiebedach , or a sunroof, which was of 
sliding fabric configuration and could 
open up the whole roof so that both 
front- and rear- seat passengers could 
enjoy the sunshine. This Type 230 
Limousine is an excellent example. 

It presents well in black and is exhibiting 
a deep shine, albeit it does have some 
orange peel, which would be found 


from the factory. Dual side-mount spares 
give it an elegant stance, and blackwall 
Continental tyres lend an air of understated 
pomp.

The W136 replaced the ageing six- 
cylinder Mercedes-Benz W15, and it 
was first presented to the public in 1936, 
following two months of production.

The Mercedes-Benz 220 was based on a 
fortified 170 S chassis with a slightly wider 
track, and it was endowed with a brand- 
new, 2.2-litre, six-cylinder engine that 
could develop 80 horsepower at 4,600 rpm.

It was originally built for Dr Wilhelm 
Haspel, the CEO of Daimler-Benz 
A.G. who is credited with the rapid 
reconstruction of Mercedes following the 
war; this car was essentially the prototype 
for the 220 Coupes that would be 
produced several years later. After Haspels 
ownership, which presumably ended with 
his untimely death in 1952, at the age of 
53, the car was acquired by a Lufthansa 
pilot who found the car in the United 
States and brought it back to Germany. 
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It was later purchased from the pilot by Erhardt 
Bernot; the dating of correspondence in the file 
indicates that he owned it from at least 1976-2002, 
and possibly much longer. Over the course of those 
years, Bernot conducted an enormous amount of 
research, reaching out to Daimler-Benz on multiple 
occasions. 

As a result of the notoriety of its original owner, it 
has rather unique features, including the dashboard, 
which, like on a 300 S, is constructed entirely of 
wood.

This 200 Lang, or long-wheelbase 
example, is fitted with elegant Cabriolet 
B coachwork. According to supplied 
invoices, it was treated to a comprehensive 
restoration by MIKA GmbH, in Germany, 
on behalf of a former caretaker, a Mr 
Steffens of Hamburg, during the mid-

Introduced in 1935, the 170 H was a 
more powerful variant of Hans Nibel’s 
earlier 130 H, as it was equipped with 
an appropriately enlarged engine that 
now completely occupied the space in 
the rear of the automobile. It remained 
in production after World War II, and 
it joined its earlier sibling in being one 
of the original German “people’s cars”. 


Sporting three headlamps, the centre 
being a driving lamp, a rear-mounted 
engine, and streamlined bodywork, 
the design, in many ways, recalled 
the famous Czechoslovakian Tatra. 
Survivors are particularly rare and 
hard to find today, particularly pre-war 
examples, as so few of them survived 
the conflict. 
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The two-door Saloon offered here is a well-kept 
older restoration in an elegant combination of 
cream and wine, with a matching dark red leather 
interior that is complemented by pebble-finished 
door sills, which were delivered new through the 
Daimler-Benz branch in Gleiwitz in February

Whilst Mercedes-Benz initially had 
no plans for series production of its 
racing 300 SL, its U.S. importer, Max 
Hoffman, had other ideas. Hoffman, 
a master marketer and a man of great 
insight, convinced Daimler-Benz to 
offer a production model by ordering 
1,000 of them for sale in the United 
States. Fuel injection replaced the race 
car’s carburettors; the Bosch mechanical 


unit would be the first for a production 
car. After a handful of early production 
models were made in alloy, as the 
competition cars were, the new Karl 
Wilfert- designed body was largely steel, 
retaining aluminium doors, hood, and 
boot lids, and included the bumpers 
(with over- riders for U.S. -spec cars) and 
numerous creature comforts, including a 
tilt-wheel for ease of entry and featuring 
a sumptuous interior that is requisite for 
road use. 

Of particular note, the 300 SL was 
the first Mercedes to be introduced in 
the United States before it was shown 
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in Germany, and when it was unveiled in New 
York on 6 February 1954, it took the automotive 
world by storm. The “SL” (translated to English 
as Sport Light) moniker reflected the pioneering 
use of welded tubular-steel frame construction. 
It also featured a fully independent suspension 
in addition to its fuel-injected, 3.0-litre (2,996 
cubic centimetre) OHC straight six with dry- 
sump lubrication; the motor was inclined to the 
side in order to reduce the height of the front 
end. The power, rated at 240 brake horsepower 
at 6,100 rpm (SAE) and 215 brake horsepower 
at 5,800 rpm (DIN) with the factory- optional or 
dealer-installed “sport” camshaft, was delivered 
through a four- speed manual gearbox. A 161 mph 
top speed and 0-60 acceleration of approximately 


eight seconds, depending upon the rear-end ratio 
selected from five options, made the 300 SL the 
fastest production automobile of its time. 

The remarkable, upward- opening “gullwing” 
doors of the racing version of the car continued to 
production and contributed largely to the unique 
visual signature of the 300 SL. When production 
ended after the 1957 model year, Hoffmans 
original request for 1,000 cars was exceeded, as 
production of the semi-hand-built car reached 
just 1,400 units. Demand has always been strong, 
and today, the 300 SL continues to be one of the 
most recognised and coveted of all sporting cars. 
It is almost indisputably considered the “core” 
model for any serious collection. 
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"Sometimes, when I can't sleep at night. I'll come down here [to the garage], 
and sit in the gullwing, and relive the memories all over again." 

- Don Ricardo, 1991 


The 300 SL Gullwing offered here was delivered 
new on 4 December 1956 to Southern California. 
It was originally painted Black DB40 with a Rot mit 
MB-Tex cream , or red and cream plaid, interior, 
and it was once part of the noted collection of Don 
Ricardo, the NBC Orchestra bandleader who, prior 
to his passing in 2001, was the premiere Mercedes- 


Benz collector on the West Coast of the United 
States. Ricardos astounding collection included 
an all-original 500 K, which he drove regularly 
in Los Angeles, and a 1913 Benz, as well as many 
gullwings, one of which he had raced at Bonneville. 
Ricardo s ownership is the highest mark that one 
can stamp on a 300 SL Gullwing. 
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After leaving the Ricardo fleet, this car was 
acquired by Dick Smothers, who, with his brother, 
Tom, formed the popular musical comedy team 
of the Smothers Brothers. The Smothers brothers 
had diverse interests, investing their screen income 
into a winery and a carefully chosen collection of 
wonderful cars, amongst which was this 300 SL. 
It eventually left the Smothers stable and made 
its way through several collections in Switzerland 
and England before it reached its latest home with 
the present owner. 

Restored in Silver Metallic with red leather 
upholstery, the car is equipped with chromed 
Rudge wheels and fitted luggage, with the latter 


being a must for anyone wanting to enjoy a 
Gullwing as the factory intended. This car is well- 
presented, with its finish and interior showing only 
minor wear from road use, and it would require 
only light freshening for local shows. The chrome 
throughout has been re-plated and is largely fresh 
and in excellent condition, with it still retaining 
some good original pieces. 

The 300 SL is a car that attracted celebrity owners 
when new, and it has continued to attract them ever 
since. This particular car benefitted from the care of 
noted celebrities who were also knowledgeable and 
respected connoisseurs, and it is ready to pass into 
the care of a new owner with similar good taste.

The smooth- 
running, four- cylinder engine, which 
was mated to a four-speed transmission, 
gave a top speed of 108 km/h. A few 
of these chassis were graced with very 
attractive, open-topped bodies. 
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Likely the most elusive and most desirable of 
all 170 V Mercedes produced is the roadster. 
It was considered the “Jewel of the Line” and 
approximately 300 total cars were produced 
with this body. It featured a folding windshield 
frame, side curtains, and a rear folding “rumble 
seat”. As seen in this example, it is a sleek and 
very attractive design on a short chassis. This 
Roadster has been lovingly restored and boasts 
a number of attractive features. The blue over 
cream body is accentuated with a soft dark blue 
top, whilst the fresh interior is colour matched 


with cream material trimmed with blue piping. 
Lifting the bonnet not only reveals a clean engine 
bay, but also cowl-mounted tools and jacking 
equipment. Hella spot lamps are mounted on 
both cowl sides just above the trafficators, and 
the rear of the body is highlighted by a proper 
metal-covered spare. Bosch headlamps, horn, 
and wiper motor can be found in other areas 
of this handsome car. Overall, each area of this 
rare example presents very well and will be 
appreciated by any viewer that understands the 
fine quality of a low production Mercedes-Benz.

Whilst the Mercedes-Benz 300 SL is often 
thought of as the ultimate road car of the 
1950s, it is important to remember that it 
was, in fact, a car born and bred directly 
on the race track. It was Mercedes-Benz’s 
New York importer, Max Hoffman, who 
conceived the idea for a road version of 
the potent W194 300 SL, which would 
cater towards wealthy, performance- 


minded enthusiasts. Hoffman successfully 
convinced the top executives at Mercedes- 
Benz that a car such as this would sell 
well in the United States, and the rest is 
history As radical and ground breaking as 
the 300 SL and the Roadster that followed 
were, the 300 SLS that was campaigned by 
American racing driver Paul O’Shea took 
things one step further. 
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According to Sports Illustrated magazine in July 
1955, O’Shea “[had] always tinkered with cars and 
built the first one he ever drove by compounding a 
makeshift motor out of an old washing machine”, 
and he began racing in 1 950. It was clear that O’Shea 
was a natural, as he chalked up his first victory, in 
a one-hour endurance race at Vero Beach, Florida, 
in 1951. He would go on to enter in the 12-hour 
race that same day, where he emerged with a 2nd 
place finish. 

Fast forward to 1955, and Mercedes-Benz had 
removed itself from all motorsport activities 
following the horrific crash at Le Mans that year, 
leaving only a handful of private enthusiasts racing 
automobiles adorned with the three-pointed star. 
At the time, Paul O’Shea had already been racing 
300 SLs and was doing well under the banner of 


the O’Shea-Tilp Racing Team. In 1957, O’Shea 
decided to convert a pair of brand-new 1957 300 SL 
Roadsters into all-out race cars that could compete 
in the SCCA’s D Production class. O’Shea saw 
massive success in that first year with the new cars, 
and he would go on to win the class title in 1957, 
demonstrating once again the supreme engineering 
of the 300 SL platform and the effectiveness of 
O’Shea’s new 300 SLS. With its successful resume 
and the fame its driver accrued behind the 
wheel, the 300 SLS and Paul O’Shea had written 
themselves into the SCCA history books, and they 
would never be forgotten by those who witnessed 
his exploits. O’Shea would go on to race until 1962, 
and he would eventually brush shoulders as a co- 
driver to automotive greats such as Phil Hill and 
Zora Arkus Duntov. 
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To create an accurate recreation of the 300 SLS that 
O’Shea drove to victory so many times would not 
be an easy task. Just like O’Shea’s SLS, a 1957 300 
SL Roadster was sourced to function as the basis for 
the project, and then the work began. 

The Mercedes-Benz specialists at Kienle 
Automobiltechnik, in Heimerdingen, Germany, 
were commissioned to do the conversion, and 
they spent no less than 2,000 man hours on the 
job. Engineers carefully shed nearly 250 kilograms 
from the weight of the original roadster by 


installing a plethora of custom-built aluminium 
parts, including an engine block, a radiator, a 
120-litre fuel tank, an oil cooler, and lightweight 
seats, and removing the bumpers, windows, and 
heater altogether. A small racing windscreen was 
installed as well, saving even more weight and 
giving the SLS an even racier look whilst also 
helping to improve aerodynamics. Finally, a single 
chrome roll bar was installed behind the driver’s 
seat. Overall power output was increased by 35 
horsepower, giving the car even more incredible 
performance credentials.

The SLS is in absolutely beautiful condition, 
sporting silver paint over a dark blue leather interior 
with matching blue- grey plaid seat inserts. Whilst 
it is purpose-built for racing, the interior is truly 
a nice place to be. The beautiful blue dashboard 
will be familiar to anyone who has spent time in 
an “ordinary” example of a 300 SL Roadster, and 
the interior is beautifully trimmed. The gorgeous 
wood-rimmed steering wheel is inspired by the 
wheel from the 300 SLR, and it gives the interior a 
much racier feeling. Few signs of use are apparent, 
but this car still presents as being fresh from 
a restoration. A recent mechanical inspection 
found the drivetrain and its components to be in 


exemplary condition, with only minor signs of 
wear. This 300 SLS is, without a doubt, ready to 
return to the track and the open road. 

The SLS offered here today presents a unique 
opportunity. As a lightened and more powerful 
version of the most iconic Mercedes-Benz vehicle 
of all time, this automobile will not only provide for 
endless fun on the track, but it will also be equally 
ready to tear up country roads and turn heads 
whilst doing so.

The Mercedes-Benz coachworks at Sindelfingen 
developed the cabriolet style to an art form. 
Each beautiful cabriolet built on the legendary, 
supercharged, 5 .4-litre, 115/1 80-horsepower, 
540 K chassis was essentially different, and with 
Teutonic efficiency, Mercedes-Benz categorised its 
cabriolet offerings in six different configurations, 
designating each basic variant alphabetically.

There were three separate four-door styles, the 
cabriolets D, E, and F, which accommodated up 
to seven passengers in comfort and luxury More 
importantly, three 2-door cabriolets combined 
luxury, tight weather protection, and sporting style 
in beautiful, subtle coachwork for anything from 
two to five people. The cabriolet B and cabriolet C 
had rear seating; the B had rear quarter windows, 
whilst the C had blind quarters on the folding top. 
The cabriolet A was the most exclusive style, as it 
was a luxurious two-seater with blind rear quarters 
and it had accommodations behind the front seats 
for the privileged occupants’ luggage. 


Whilst most coachworks built at the Mercedes- 
Benz Karosserie at Sindelfingen was taken to the 
Mercedes-Benz factories at Untertiirkheim or 
Mannheim to be installed on their chassis, the 
most exclusive vehicles, such as the 540 Ks, were 
assembled at Sindelfingen, where their assembly, 
finish, and trimming could be perfected by the 
company’s best workers. At each step along the way, 
the master craftsmen who had created the framing 
and panels and then finished them returned 
repeatedly to inspect the way their work was being 
assembled and to rectify any damage inflicted 
during assembly and testing.

CHASSIS 154133 

Today, the great automobiles of the 1930s are held 
almost in reverence — such is the spell that their 
power and beauty weaves. Once upon a time, 
however, these great beasts were simply curiosities. 
It was the 1950s, and all over the world, the classics 
had yet to find appreciation with collectors. Yet, 
this is the period in which many of these cars found 
owners who appreciated and preserved them, even 
if their idea of “preservation” is not what we think 
of today. 

The Mercedes-Benz 540 K offered here is the 
most important car in this collection, and it was 
likely one of the first 540 Ks to become familiar 
to the collector car community. It was owned for 
years by Long Island, New York, enthusiast Max 
Obie, whose collection also included the fabled 


Jonckheere-bodied “Round Door Rolls”. Obie, or a 
previous owner, had modified this car, building up 
the wings with heavy skirts, leading them into the 
body, and restyling the rear. 

With appropriate brightwork and insignias 
attached, the 540 K made a tour of carnivals and 
fairgrounds through the East Coast of the United 
States, where it was promoted as “The Most 
Valuable Car in the World: Eva Braun s $250,000 
Hand-Made Golden Mercedes”. Ms Braun was 
Hitler s long-time companion and, briefly, wife, 
although she never owned this 540 K, or any other 
540 K for that matter. It was a welcome ruse for a 
world that had just defeated evil, and American 
fairgoers were more than happy to believe Obies 
hype on a sunny Saturday morning. 
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The 540 K eventually passed from Obie into 
the care of Thomas Kreid and, most famously, 
the late Tom Barrett. After which, it was then 
acquired by enthusiasts in Pennsylvania. By this 
time, in the 1990s, the car’s story had worn thin, 
and it was decided that it was time for a proper 
restoration. Stripping the body revealed that, 
under all of the modifications, it was, indeed, a 
genuine Cabriolet A. It had the most desirable 
two-passenger factory cabriolet bodywork on 
the 540 K chassis, and, more importantly, it was 
a later car that had the more curvaceous door 
lines and skirted wings. As much as possible of 
the original remaining sheet metal, including 
the doors, firewall, and cowl, was saved; the rear 
of the body had to be remade and was crafted 
to exacting original standards. 


Further investigation by the RM Research Department 
has uncovered the Cabriolet As true earlier history. The 
original Mercedes-Benz kommission sheet records the 
order for the car as having been placed through Daimler- 
Benz Berlin on 13 April 1938, by Helmut Horten KG, 
Duisberg; it was listed as a Direcktionswagen , which 
literally means the “car of the director”, or the car of the 
boss! Before it was a sideshow attraction, this elegant 
540 K had been the personal transportation of Helmut 
Horten, who built one of Germany’s largest pre-war 
department store empires and was able to continue 
its growth and success post-war, becoming one of the 
country’s richest men. His name remains a familiar 
byword of wealth and power in Germany today. 
Mercedes-Benz’s ultimate “owner- driver” automobile 
of this period was an obvious choice for Herr Horten 
to pilot through the streets of Berlin. 
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Notably, the car was returned to the factory shortly 
after its completion, where it was to be upgraded 
with a radiator that was mounted behind the crown 
of the front wings, similar to that of the famous 
Special Roadster. This feature was retained, six 
decades later, during the restoration, along with 
the flowing front wings that are unencumbered by 
a spare; the spare was instead installed in the rear 
deck, another Special Roadster- style touch, making 
this gorgeous Cabriolet A quite unique. 

Presented in Fishsilver Metallic, the most famous 
Mercedes-Benz colour of this period, with a 
tasteful tan leather interior and a matching cloth 
top, this Cabriolet A still shows beautifully in all 
regards. A decade after the restoration, it would 


require only routine cosmetic and mechanical 
freshening to return to the show field. The 
wooden dashboard, with its mother of pearl 
instrument panel, is particularly stunning, and 
the ivory-finished steering wheel is a gorgeous 
counterpoint. In sum, this car is inviting, and to 
see it is to want to slip behind the wheel, head out 
of the city onto the autobahn , press the pedal to 
the carpet, and let the sounds of the supercharger 
carry one into the country. 

That is the true magic of this 540 K Cabriolet A, a 
car that tempted Helmut Horten just as it will surely 
tempt its way into the heart of a new owner today. It 
has quite a story to tell. Max Obie, the irrepressible 
showman from Long Island, would appreciate that.

In 1937, Mercedes-Benz introduced the 
Type 230 N, internally designated W 143. 
As the successor to the Type 200, W15, 
it used its predecessors chassis with 
four-wheel independent suspension 
and a 2,700-millimetre wheelbase. As a 
pioneer in fully independent suspension 
for passenger cars, Mercedes used double 
transverse leaf springs in the front and 
swing axles with double coil springs in 
the rear. 


This evocative 230 N Cabriolet C has a full 
rear seat with blind rear quarters on the 
black fabric convertible hood. Delivered 
through the factory’s Berlin branch in 
December 1937, it is an older cosmetic 
restoration that still presents very well. 
It is painted red with black wings and 
exhibits a few blisters to the surface. The 
brightwork is generally good, but it shows 
some light scratches from continual 
buffing. It wears B.F. Goodrich whitewall 
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tyres, which exhibit some soil. The driver’s pillar 
has a Bosch mirror spotlight, and trafficators are 
fitted on both sides.

The black leather interior shows no wear, and 
the matching carpet appears new.

In 1938, the short-chassis Type 230 N 
was augmented by a 3,050 -millimetre 
sibling, which was designated simply 
as “230”, with an internal code of 
W153. The engine was bored out one 
millimetre, to 2,289 cubic centimetres, 
although the smaller powerplant was 
still available. The W153 was built into 
the Second World War. 

This tidy 230 Cabriolet A was originally 
delivered to Norway in January 1941. 


In place of the frequently seen side-facing 
Cabriolet A rear seat, it has forward- facing 
seats for two, albeit with less legroom. 
They also fold to form a parcel or luggage 
shelf. As the recipient of an older cosmetic 
restoration in blue with black wings, the 
car still presents well, but it is showing 
some minor orange peel and older 
brightwork that has been repeatedly buffed 
out.

number 850811. 
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The hood is black cloth, and the tan liner 
shows some stains around the rear window.

It has always been popular to replicate or 
re-create famous competition cars. This 
is quite simple for early racers because 
of their very basic construction: a bare 
chassis with a large engine, seats for the 
driver and mechanic, and a fuel tank (and 
often spare tyres) at the rear. The most 
famous early Mercedes is the Mercedes- 
Simplex that the Belgian driver Camille 
Jenatzy piloted to victory in the 1903 
Gordon Bennett race in Ireland. This was 
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the first international race in that country, and it 
was so located because racing was forbidden on 
British public roads. 

Jenatzy s car was a 60 HP Mercedes -Simplex, a 
model introduced the previous year by Daimler 
Motoren Gesellschaff and designed by Wilhelm 
Maybach. The name was derived from the slogan 
“comfort by means of simplicity”. The race- 
winning car has a 9,236-cubic centimetre engine 
and a wheelbase of 3,540 millimetres. 

The example on offer is one enthusiast s tribute 
to the Gordon Bennett car and, for that matter, 
all of the fire -breathing great racers of the early 
20th century. It is, in many ways, reminiscent of 
the Mercedes that took part in the 1905 Gordon 
Bennett in France. In any case, it is cosmopolitan 


in nature, bearing a Simplex Type 10 engine that 
features the beautiful and desirable “rams horn” 
intake manifold. Interestingly, this engine layout 
originated with Mercedes, was licensed to Simplex, 
and was later licensed to American LaFrance, the fire 
apparatus manufacturer in Elmira, New York, U.S.A. 

Other parts include Mercedes-like axles and, 
curiously, hubcaps from an American LaFrance. 
The fuel tank is also American, bearing the maker s 
tag of Janney-Steinmetz, of Philadelphia and New 
York. What is known for sure is that its engine 
produces a loud exhaust throat that emanates 
out of a very large exhaust, and it is capable of 
garnering the attention of anyone within a half- 
mile radius. Screaming down the road, it looks 
the part of an early racer, and it is certain to offer 
bushels of fun to its new owner.

Mercedes-Benz, renown for high-end 
luxury cars, simultaneously produced 
a line of four- cylinder automobiles 
from the mid- 1930s to 1939, and again 
from 1947 through the mid-1950s.

Mercedes-Benz has long recognised 
the importance of carrying a design 
theme across an entire line of cars. 
The convertible models of the 170 S 
from the early 1950s were clearly a 
scaled-down version of the larger 300 
S, with the exception of freestanding 
headlamps. The curves of the wings, 


the tail, and the beltline moulding were 
all the same, merely in a smaller form. 
The result was a spectacular smaller 
car, which, thanks to its racing-inspired 
suspension, high-compression engine, 
and all- synchromesh transmission, was 
sporty, comfortable, and fun to drive. 
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The car offered here is a Cabriolet B, referring 
to its rear seat and rear quarter windows, which 
improve passenger comfort and visibility, 
respectively.

Mercedes’ competition-inspired 300 
SL entered production in 1954 with a 
fuel-injected, 250 horsepower, inline 
six, fully independent suspension, and 
signature gullwing doors. Few other 
cars could keep pace with it in terms 
of style or performance, or its lofty 
price. However, New York imported 
car impresario Max Hoffman wanted 
a smaller and more affordable version 
that he could sell in greater volumes. 
The resulting 190 SL reached market in 
1955 and outsold its big brother handily. 
Powered by a 1.9-litre single overhead- 
camshaft four that could produce 120 
horsepower, the 190 SL also featured 


independent suspension and shared 
a strong family resemblance with the 
flagship 300 SL. 

The new 190 SL prototype was shown 
at the New York Auto Show in 1954. 
Although some details changed, the car 
on display was largely representative of 
what buyers would get when they entered 
showrooms the next year. The 190 SL was 
more of a sporting car than an out and 
out sports car. However, it still offered 
reasonable performance, great comfort, 
and the superb build quality for which 
Mercedes-Benz was already known.

This example wears a brilliant silver paint job 
that shows only minor signs of use. A fitted 
black cloth soft top has been understandably 
stored down in favour of the installation of a 
matching silver hardtop, which accompanies 
the car. The exterior brightwork, which has 
been used sparingly for a very clean look, 
presents well, with no obvious detracting flaws. 
This Roadster rides on four Coker Classic 
whitewall tyres that show light yellowing and 
could use a moderate cleaning. These tyres are 
fitted to body colour wheels that have polished 
trim rings and centre caps, which only exhibit 
light polishing scratches. A clean underside, 
sprayed in gloss black, displays some road wear 


and grease from a recent lubrication service, and the 
engine bay remains tidy and serviceable. 

The interior is well appointed in stitched red 
leather with matching red carpet.

In 1906, Germany introduced a motor 
vehicle tax, and its levy fell heavily on 
large-displacement cars. Benzs reaction 
was a 2,410-cubic centimetre 10/18 PS 
car that was introduced in 1908. This 
economical design, which flew beneath the 
10 PS taxation threshold, appealed to a new 
market segment, the Berlin taxi drivers. 

Thus began a long German tradition of 
Benz taxis, which is continued today by 
successor company Mercedes-Benz. 
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There followed an even smaller car, the 1,5 70 -cubic 
centimetre 6/14 PS of 1910, and an intermediate 
car, the 8/20, of the type seen here, which would 
remain in production from 1912 until after World 
War I. This jaunty Benz 8/20 PS Roadster is 
tastefully outfitted in ivory with maroon chassis 
and mouldings and burgundy leather upholstery. As 
an older reconstruction, it displays a modicum of 
patina on the brass radiator, bulb horn and Herman 
Riemann’s headlamps. The latter are acetylene type, 
but they are not set up for operation. A brass Lucidus 
spotlight with a mirror on the back side is mounted 
to the driver’s windscreen post. The wood artillery 
wheels are in the body colour and coachlined in 
black with red hubs. 


The engine compartment is clean and well 
presented. The buttoned leather upholstery 
shows just a bit of age and soil, but it is 
unmarred and shows no wear. The instrument 
panel is of varnished wood and has gauges 
for oil pressure and fuel pressure. There is no 
speedometer. 

It is a true speedster, as there is no hood, but the 
rear of the body has a capacious compartment 
with a padded lid. It is not presently outfitted 
as such, but it could be made into a dickie seat, 
for which a step plate is already in place.

Whilst larger Mercedes-Benzes of the 
early 1930s boasted increasingly larger 
and more powerful eight-cylinder 
engines, the company’s upper- 
to-mid-range of models featured 
six- cylinder power with similarly 
luxuriant bodywork. New for 1933, 
the 290 series boasted hydraulic 
brakes, still an innovative feature 


for any automobile, independent front 
suspension, and a 60-horsepower engine. 
Available body styles covered the gamut 
from convertibles to limousines, with 
the Pullman Limousine representing the 
peak of the line. It was a car for well-to- 
do families and lower-level politicians, as 
it commanded attention with its stately 
lines, but it lacked the vast cost of a 380 K. 
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The Pullman Limousine offered here is finished in 
an appropriately understated two -tone black and 
ultramarine blue, with an interior in conservatively 
pinstriped grey cloth. Cosmetically restored many 
years ago, it could benefit from fresh attention, 
although much of the chrome remains original and 
presentable for driving. As one would expect of 
such a large and prestigious model, the car is well 
equipped with Bosch headlamps, a driving lamp, 
and powerful dual horns, as well as a sliding glass 
partition to keep passengers’ conversations private 


from the chauffeur. Mounted below the partition 
is a small vase for fresh flowers, the perfect touch 
for a formal evening.

Prior to 1929, the Stuttgart was 
officially known as the Mercedes-Benz 
8/38, which represented the taxable 
horsepower, 8, and the manufacturers 
claimed horsepower, 38. This example 
of a lovely saloon is finished in a two- 
tone combination of dark blue with 
black wings. The black leatherette top is 
nicely fitted, and it displays no obvious 
or detracting flaws. The restrained 
amount of brightwork includes 
the radiator shell, headlight bezels, 
bumpers, wheel hubs, door handles, 


and horn, all of which exhibit moderate 
patina, with slight delamination around 
the radiator shell cap. 

A fitted trunk rests on the rear, between 
the body and the mounted spare, and it 
could be utilised for luggage or tool kit 
storage. The steel artillery- style wheels, 
which are finished in body colour blue 
with chrome-plated centre hubs, are fitted 
inside B.F. Goodrich Silvertown blackwall 
tyres. The underside is finished in glossy 
black and presents well overall. 
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A robust and straightforward six- cylinder engine, 
which is resting in the engine bay, displays the same 
thoughtful detailing as the rest of the automobile. 
The block is finished in silver and black, with many 
of the ancillary components wearing newer paint 
or a purposeful cleaning.

1.7 "Hammer Price" means the price in the currency in which the Auction is 
conducted at which a Lot is knocked down by the Auctioneer to the Buyer. 

1.8 "Lot" means any item(s) consigned with the view to its or their sale at

1.9 "Motor Vehicle" means any item included or proposed to be included in a 
sale of motor vehicles.

3.2 If RM is notified about the Seller's alleged breach of any of the Conditions 
before it has remitted the Sale Proceeds to the Seller, it may at its sole 
discretion withhold payment until that dispute is resolved. RM may, however, 
deduct any sums that are due to it from the sum held. 

4. LIABILITY 

4.1 Nothing in these Conditions shall limit or exclude RM, Buyer or Seller

4.2.5 RM's total liability to the Buyer in respect of all losses under or 
in connection with these Conditions, whether in contract, tort (including 
negligence), breach of statutory duty, or otherwise shall be limited to 
the aggregate of the Hammer Price of the relevant Lot and the Buyer's 
Premium; and 

4.2.6 RM's total liability to the Seller in respect of all losses arising under 
or in connection with these Conditions, whether in contract, tort (including 
negligence), breach of statutory duty, or otherwise, shall be limited to the 
Sale Proceeds of the Lot. 

5. GOVERNING LAW 

5.1 These Conditions (and any dispute or claim relating to them or their subject 
matter, their enforceability or their termination (including non-contractual 
claims)) are to be governed by and construed in accordance with English law. 

5.2 The courts of England and Wales shall have jurisdiction to settle any claim, 
dispute or issue whether arising out of or in connection with Conditions or 
otherwise (including non-contractual claims). In the case of a dispute which 
is the subject of a claim by RM such jurisdiction shall be non-exclusive. In any 
other case such jurisdiction shall be exclusive and the Buyer and Seller agree 
that it will not institute proceedings in the courts of any country other than 
England and Wales. 
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6. MONEY LAUNDERING 

The Seller and the Buyer agree to provide all information and assistance 
reasonably requested by RM to enable RM to comply with the Money 
Laundering Regulations 2007 or any equivalent legislation in force in the 
country in which the Auction is located. 

7. NOTICES 

7.1 Any notice by RM to a Seller, Buyer or any other person under or in 
connection with these Conditions may be delivered by hand or sent by first 
class mail or airmail and shall be deemed to have been received: 

7.1 .1 if hand-delivered, at the time of delivery; 

7.1.2 if sent by mail, two days after the date of posting. 

7.2 In proving service by delivery: 

7.2.1 by hand, it shall be necessary only to produce a receipt for the notice 
signed by or on behalf of the addressee; 

7.2.2 by post, it shall be necessary only to prove that the notice was 
contained in a pre-paid envelope which was duly addressed and posted 
first class. 

THE SELLER’S CONDITIONS 

8. WARRANTIES BY THE SELLER

13.1 RM gives no warranty or representation as to the anticipated or likely 
selling price of any Lot. Any estimate given by RM, whether written or oral and 
whether or not printed in any Catalogue, as to the estimated selling price of any 
Lot is a statement of opinion only and may be subject to revision from time to 
time at RM's sole discretion and should not be relied upon as an indication of 
the actual selling price. 

13.2 RM shall not be liable to the Seller for any error or misstatement in or 
omission from the description of any Lot in any Catalogue where RM has: 

13.2.1 been provided with such description by the Seller or any person on 
his behalf; or 

1 3.2.2 provided the Seller with a copy of such description prior to publication 
of the Catalogue and neither the Seller nor any person on his behalf has 
notified RM in writing within 7 days of provision of such description of any 
error or misstatement in or omission from the description. 

1 3.3 RM has no duty to the Seller or Buyer to investigate the accuracy of the 
description of any Lot provided by or on behalf of the Seller. 

14. UNSOLD LOTS 

14.1 It is the Seller's responsibility to check if a Lot has been sold. 

14.2 Where any Lot fails to sell, RM will have the sole and exclusive right to sell 
the Lot by private treaty within 

45 days of the Auction. 

14.3 If RM sells the Lot by private treaty pursuant to Condition 14.2 RM shall 
account to the Seller for a sum being not less than the sum due to the Seller as 
if the Lot had been sold for the Reserve. 

14.4 Any sale by private treaty shall be subject to the Conditions and to Seller's 
Commission and Expenses as if it had been sold by auction. 

14.5 RM shall have the right to exercise a charge or lien on the unsold Lot, 
or any other property belonging to the Seller in the possession of RM for any 
purpose, and to apply any money due or to become due to the Seller in or 
towards settlement of any sum due at any time to RM from the Seller.

16.3 In respect of road registered vehicles, RM reserves the right not to remit 
the Sale Proceeds to the Seller unless the Seller has deposited with RM the 
title or vehicle registration certificate relevant and appropriate to the country of 
origin of the Motor Vehicle, along with proof of EU taxes paid (where relevant) 
and any other documentation relating to the Motor Vehicle in the Seller's 
possession or control which he agreed with RM to supply. 

16.4 If the Buyer fails to pay the Purchase Price within 28 days of the Auction, 
RM will notify the Seller who may instruct RM as to the appropriate course 
of action. RM may assist the Seller with such instructions but RM shall be 
under no obligation to do so and shall not be under any obligation to institute 
proceedings in its own name or take any action which could adversely affect 
the goodwill of RM. 

16.5 In the absence of any written instructions from the Seller to RM within 7 
days of RM having notified the Seller under Condition 16.4 RM shall be entitled 
to do any of the following: 

1 6.5.1 agree terms for the payment of the Purchase Price; 

16.5.2 remove, store and insure the Lot; 

16.5.3 settle claims and/or proceedings made by or against the Buyer on 
such terms as RM shall at its absolute discretion think fit; 

16.5.4 take such steps as RM shall, at its absolute discretion, consider 
necessary to collect the monies due from the Buyer; 

16.5.5 where appropriate, to rescind or declare void the sale and refund any 
monies to the Buyer; 

16.5.6 to offer the Lot for re-sale by auction or private treaty, with or 
without reserve; 

16.5.7 where appropriate, to rescind or declare void the contract with the 
Buyer and to purchase the Lot itself. If it does so, ownership of the Lot 
shall pass to RM on its election and RM shall remit the Purchase Price 
to the Seller within 14 days of its election less the Seller's Commission 
and Expenses or sums due to RM which would have been payable had the 
contract not been rescinded; 

1 6.5.8 to appoint a solicitor and/or other agent to pursue any of the courses 
of action referred to in this Condition 16.5 and the Seller authorises RM to 
take any of the courses referred to in this Condition, including the issue and 
prosecution of proceedings on the Seller's behalf. 



16.6 Any monies recovered by and paid to RM in consequence of RM taking 
one or more of the steps referred to in Condition 16.5 shall be applied to the 
payment of: 

16.6.1 legal or other costs incurred by RM in connection with such 
steps; and then 

16.6.2 Expenses; and then 

16.6.3 the Buyer's Premium and the Seller's Commission on the sale of the 
Lot and then; 

16.6.4 any balance remaining shall be paid by RM to the Seller (or, if 
appropriate, the Buyer). If there shall be a shortfall any such shortfall shall 
be made good by the Seller to RM on demand. 

16.7 If within 7 days of receipt of the notice referred to in Condition 16.5 the 
Seller informs RM that he wishes to take re-delivery of the Lot, he shall be 
entitled to do so but only upon prior payment of all 

Expenses and all legal and other costs reasonably incurred by RM so as to keep 
RM fully recompensed. 

17. WITHDRAWAL OF LOTS 

17.1 The Seller may not withdraw the Lot from the Auction. If RM is unable 
to sell the Lot at the Auction due to action or interference by the Seller or for 
the reasons set out in Condition 17.2 the Seller shall be liable to pay RM 22% 
of the estimated value of the Lot (such amount representing a genuine pre- 
estimate of RM's loss) plus VAT and Expenses thereon. The estimated value 
shall be the highest value estimated in the Catalogue (or draft Catalogue if not 
yet published). 

17.2 If RM has reasonable cause for believing that either the Seller is in breach 
of any one or more of the warranties set out in Condition 7 or RM and/or the 
Seller may be restrained by order of any Court or other competent authority 
from selling the Lot, RM may, by giving notice in writing to the Seller, decline to 
sell the Lot and Condition 17.1 shall apply. 

17.3 The Seller shall indemnify and keep indemnified RM against all liabilities, 
costs, expenses, damages and losses reasonably incurred by it in investigating 
any claim concerning the ownership of a Lot and/or the Seller's right to sell 
the Lot, the accuracy of the description of the Lot contained or to be contained 
in the Catalogue or in defending any claim relating thereto and RM shall be 
entitled to set-off the amount of such costs from any payment due to be made 
to the Seller in accordance with Condition 16. 

18. REMOVAL AND STORAGE OF UNSOLD LOTS 

18.1 Immediately following the Auction, any unsold lots shall be removed to 
a storage facility at the Seller's expense by a transport company designated 
by RM. The fee for this removal is compulsory and shall be outlined in the 
Catalogue. 

18.2 It is the Seller's responsibility to arrange for collection and transport of 
the unsold Lot from the storage facility within the period of 48 hours after the 
Auction. Failure to remove any unsold Lot within this time will entitle RM to 
charge the Seller any storage, insurance and other Expenses in accordance with 
the relevant section of the Catalogue. 

1 8.3 Without prejudice to Condition 1 4.2, if within 30 days after the Auction the 
Seller fails to give instructions to RM regarding the disposal of the Lot, RM shall 
have the exclusive right to sell the Lot by (i) private treaty and to deduct from the 
sale price any sums owing to RM or (ii) auction without Reserve and to deduct 
from the Hammer Price any sums owing to RM. 


THE BUYER’S CONDITIONS 

19. THE BUYER 

19.1 The Buyer shall be the highest bidder at the Hammer Price. Any dispute as 
to any bid shall be settled by the Auctioneer at his absolute discretion. 

19.2 Every bidder shall be deemed to act as principal unless prior to the 
commencement of the Auction there is a written acceptance by RM that a 
bidder acts as agent on behalf of the [named] principal. 

19.3 No person shall be entitled to bid (whether in person, or via written, 
telephone or online bids) at the Auction without first having fully completed, 
signed and delivered to RM a bidder's registration form, that is in a form 
acceptable to RM acting in its sole discretion, and RM must have allocated that 
person a registration number. 

19.4 Bidders are responsible for all bids made with the registration number 
issued to them by RM. 

19.5 RM has the right in its sole discretion to refuse admission to its premises 
or attendance at any Auction to any person. 

19.6 All bids submitted (whether in person, via the online bidding service, via 
telephone or via written bids) are final and bidders are not permitted to amend 
or retract bids. If a successful bid is submitted to RM (howsoever submitted) 
the Buyer irrevocably agrees to conclude the contract of sale between the Buyer 
and the Seller in accordance with these Conditions. 

19.7 Due to factors beyond the control of RM, it is possible that one or more 
Lots described on its website or in the Catalogue may not be present for 
sale. Bidders are advised to check shortly before auction time for updated 
information. 

19.8 Bidders are responsible for making themselves aware of all saleroom 
notices and announcements. 

20. BUYER S PREMIUM 

20.1 The Buyer shall pay RM an amount equal to 12% of the Hammer Price for 
automotive lots and 17% for non-automotive lots including motorcycles and 
memorabilia or other items ("Buyer's Premium") together with VAT or any other 
applicable sales tax on the Buyer's Premium. 

20.2 The Buyer acknowledges that RM may also receive the Seller's Commission 
due to RM under Condition 11. 

21. PAYMENT 

21.1 A contract of sale is made between the Seller and the Buyer on the 
acceptance of a bid by the fall of the Auctioneer's hammer. RM is not a party 
to the contract of sale and has no liability for any act or default by the Seller 
or the Buyer. 

21 .2 Immediately a Lot is sold, the Buyer shall: 

21.2.1 give to RM his bidder registration number, his full name and address 
and, if so requested, proof of identity if he has not already done so; and 

21.2.2 pay to RM the Purchase Price unless credit terms have been agreed 
with RM in writing before the Auction. 



21 .3 Full payment for all Lots must be made to RM by 5:00pm the next business 
day following the Auction. 

Payment must be made in the currency in which the Auction is conducted by 
wire transfer, unless other arrangements have been agreed by RM in advance. 
Where the Buyer wishes to pay by cheque (supported by a Bank Letter of 
Guarantee) and RM has agreed that the Buyer may do so, the Lot will not be 
released until the cheque has been cleared. 

21 .4 No Lot may be collected until the Purchase Price has been received by RM 
and payments by a Buyer to RM may be applied by RM towards any such sums 
due from that Buyer to RM on any account whatsoever notwithstanding any 
directions to the contrary by the Buyer or his agent whether express or implied. 

21 .5 Title to the Lot will pass to the Buyer when the Purchase Price in cleared 
funds has been received by RM. 

21.6 Risk in the Lot shall pass to the Buyer on the Lot being knocked down 
by the Auctioneer to the Buyer notwithstanding that possession will not be 
given and title will not pass to the Buyer until the Purchase Price has been 
received in cleared funds by RM. With effect from passing of risk to the Buyer 
in accordance with these Conditions and subject to Condition 4.1, the Buyer 
shall indemnify and keep indemnified RM against all liabilities, costs, expenses, 
damages and losses suffered or incurred by RM in connection with any claim 
made against RM in respect of any loss or damage to the Lot or injury, loss or 
damage caused by the Lot. 

22. REMOVAL OF PURCHASES 

22.1 Immediately following the Auction, the Lot will be removed to a storage 
facility at the Buyer's expense by a transport company designated by RM. The 
fee for this removal is compulsory and shall be outlined in the Catalogue. 

22.2 It is the Buyer's responsibility to arrange for collection and transport of 
the Lot from the storage facility but not before payment in full to RM of the 
Purchase Price whether in respect of this or any other Lot. 

22.3 The Buyer shall be responsible for all removals, storage, insurance and 
other charges on any Lot, and accepts that the Lot will only be released after 
payment of the total amount due. 

23. NON-PAYMENT OR FAILURE TO COLLECT 

23.1 If the Purchase Price is not paid in full in accordance with these Conditions 
RM, as the agent of the Seller, shall at its absolute discretion and without 
prejudice to any other rights it may have, be entitled to exercise one or more of 
the following remedies: 

23.1 .1 to charge to any credit or debit card of the Buyer the Purchase Price 
and any interest and storage and removal costs up to the maximum limit of 
the credit or debit card (where applicable); 

23.1 .2 to charge the Buyer interest on the overdue amount at the rate of 8% 
per annum above the Bank of England's base rate from time to time. Such 
interest shall accrue on a daily basis from the due date until actual payment 
of the overdue amount, whether before or after judgement. The Buyer shall 
pay the interest together with the overdue amount; 

23.1.3 to remove, store (either at RM's premises or elsewhere) and insure 
the Lot at the Buyer's expense; 

23.1.4 to retain that or any Lot sold to the same Buyer at the same or any 
other auction and to release it only after payment of the total amount due; 

23.1 .5 to reject or disregard any bid or bids made by or on behalf of the Buyer 
at any future auction or to require payment of a deposit before any future bid 
made by or on behalf of that Buyer; 


23.1 .6 to apply any money due or to become due to the defaulting Buyer in or 
towards settlement of the total amount due and to exercise a charge or lien 
on any property of the Buyer which is in RM's possession for any purpose. 

23.2 If the Buyer fails to pay the purchase price within 14 days after the date 
and time referred to in Condition 

21.3, RM shall at its absolute discretion and without prejudice to any other 
rights it may have, be entitled to exercise one or more of the following 
additional remedies: 

23.2.1 to proceed against the Buyer for damages for breach of contract; 

23.2.2 to cancel or declare void the sale of that or any other Lot sold to the 
Buyer at the same or any other auction notwithstanding the total amount 
due in respect of such other Lot shall have been paid; 

23.2.3 to re-sell the Lot or cause it to be resold by auction or private treaty, 
and, if this results in a lower price being obtained, the defaulting Buyer shall 
then pay to RM, on demand, any deficiency, together with re-sale costs and 
any costs incurred in connection with the Buyer's failure to make payment 
and any surplus shall belong to the Seller. 

23.3 If the Lot is not taken away on the date and time referred to in Condition 
21 .3, whether or not the Purchase Price has been paid, RM shall remove, store 
(either at RM's premises or elsewhere) and insure the Lot at the expense of the 
Buyer and only release the Lot after payment of the total amount due. 

23.4 If the Buyer fails to collect the Lot within 28 days after the date and time 
referred to in Condition 21.3, RM shall at its absolute discretion and without 
prejudice to any other rights it may have, be entitled to exercise one or more of 
the following additional remedies: 

23.4.1 to cancel or declare void the sale of the Lot; 

23.4.2 to re-sell the Lot or cause it to be re-sold by auction or private treaty 
and to set off the total amount due in respect of that Lot against the sale 
proceeds and any surplus shall belong to the defaulting Buyer. 

24. BUYER RESPONSIBILITIES AND ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 

24.1 Buyers are solely responsible for ensuring that Motor Vehicles are safe for 
use, roadworthy and comply with all relevant laws and regulations in force in all 
relevant jurisdictions and for ensuring that any necessary test certificates are 
in force. Any reference in the Catalogue or other documentation to 'mileage' 
or 'recorded mileage' is based upon the Motor Vehicle's mileometer reading 
and is not guaranteed to correspond with the actual distance covered by the 
Motor Vehicle. Buyers are solely responsible for satisfying themselves that 
the condition of the Motor Vehicle is commensurate with the mileometer 
reading. Electrical or mechanical items are not checked prior to sale and are 
purchased at the Buyer's risk. It is the Buyer's responsibility to inspect the Lot 
prior to bidding and satisfy himself as to the accuracy of its description in the 
Catalogue and, if necessary, arrange for an inspection to be carried out by a 
suitably qualified independent expert with regard to checking the ownership, 
attribution, authenticity, date, period, provenance, restoration condition and 
roadworthiness of the Lot. Any Motor Vehicle is sold as a collector item and 
not as a means of transport. Buyers are specifically advised that any Motor 
Vehicle sold as such may well have had parts replaced and paint renewed or be 
made up of parts from other vehicles the condition of which may be difficult to 
establish. RM has to rely on information as to date, condition and authenticity 
provided by Sellers and does not, and cannot, undertake its own inspection of 
Motor Vehicles or other Lots to establish whether the Motor Vehicle or other Lot 
conforms to the description in the Catalogue. It is the responsibility of the Buyer 
to carry out such inspection as he thinks necessary. 



24.2 Buyers are solely responsible for ensuring that any Motor Vehicle 
purchased at Auction complies with the appropriate statute or regulation 
for driving, using or transporting it and for ensuring that any necessary test 
certificate is in force. 

24.3 The Buyer shall be responsible for obtaining any export licence that may be 
required in connection with the Lot. 

24.4 No warranty is given by RM as to the accuracy of the description of any 
Lot in any Catalogue or as to the age, authenticity, suitability, provenance, 
attribution, origin, condition, fitness for purpose, merchantable or satisfactory 
quality of any Lot or roadworthiness of any Motor Vehicle. Buyers are solely 
responsible for verifying any documents relating to any Motor Vehicle on which 
they wish to bid, prior to the Auction. All warranties, conditions and other terms 
implied by statute or common law are, to the fullest extent permitted by law, 
excluded from these Conditions. 

24.5 In bidding for any Lot, the Buyer acknowledges that he does not rely on 
any representation, warranty or promise made to him by RM, its employees 
or agents unless such representation has been specifically confirmed by RM 
in writing prior to the Auction (statements in Catalogues do not qualify for this 
purpose). 

25. ABSENTEE AND TELEPHONE BIDS 

25.1 In relation to absentee and telephone bids the provisions of this Condition 
25 will apply in addition to the other provisions of these Conditions. 

25.2 RM will use reasonable efforts to carry out written bids delivered to it prior 
to the sale for the convenience of bidders who are not present at the Auction in 
person. Bids must be placed in the currency in which the Auction is conducted. 
If RM receives written bids on a particular Lot for identical amounts and at the 
Auction these are the highest bids on the Lot, it will be sold to the person whose 
written bid was received and accepted first. Execution of written bids is a free 
service undertaken subject to other commitments at the time of the Auction 
and provided that RM has exercised reasonable care in the handling of written 
bids, the volume of goods is such that it cannot in any circumstances accept 
liability for failing to execute a written bid or for any errors and omissions in 
connection with it. 

25.3 If a prospective Buyer makes arrangements with RM prior to the 
commencement of the Auction, RM will use reasonable efforts to contact 
that person to enable him to participate in the bidding by telephone but RM 
does not accept any liability for failure to do so or for errors and omissions 
in connection with telephone bidding. By participating in telephone bidding, 
bidders acknowledge that RM has the right to record all telephone calls. 

25.4 RM reserves the right to refuse or revoke permission to bid via telephone 
or through written bids and to remove such privileges during an Auction. 


26. INTERNET BIDS 

26.1 In relation to internet bids the provisions of this Condition 26 shall apply in 
addition to the other provisions of these Conditions. 

26.2 From time to time RM offers an internet (online) bidding service ("BidLive") 
allowing prospective buyers to participate in its auctions and bid for Lots via 
the internet. Whilst every care is taken with the delivery of this service, RM 
does not accept any liability for technical failures or for errors and omissions in 
connection with internet bidding. 

26.3 Bids other than internet bids will be displayed on an internet bidder's 
computer screen as "Floor" bids. "Floor" bids include those bids taken from 
the live auction room, telephones, and absentee bidders. If an online bid and a 
"Floor" bid are placed simultaneously, the "Floor" bid will take precedence. In 
the event that there are two identical auto (absentee) bids placed, the earliest 
bid received will take precedence. 

26.4 Live online bidding will be recorded. The record of sale, kept by RM, will 
be taken as absolute and final in all disputes. In the event of a discrepancy 
between any online records or messages provided to bidders and the record of 
sale kept by RM, the record of sale will govern. 

26.5 A person bidding online must be 21 years of age or older. 

26.6 RM reserves the right to refuse or revoke permission to bid online and to 
remove such privileges during an Auction. 

27. CURRENCY CONVERSION 

At some auctions a currency converter may be operated. Errors may occur in 
the operation of the currency converter. Where these arise RM does not accept 
liability to bidders who follow the currency converter rather than the actual 
bidding in the saleroom. 

28. VIDEO OR DIGITAL IMAGES 

At some auctions there may be a video or digital screen. Errors may occur in its 
operation and in the quality of the image. RM does not accept liability for such 
errors where they arise for reasons beyond its reasonable control. 

29. MISCELLANEOUS 

29.1 The benefit and burden of the Conditions may not be assigned by the Seller 
or the Buyer without the prior agreement of RM in writing. 

29.2 If any Condition or any part of any Condition shall be held to be 
unenforceable or invalid such unenforceability or invalidity shall not affect the 
enforceability and validity of the remaining Conditions or the remainder of the 
relevant Condition. 

29.3 The headings and numbering used in the Conditions are for convenience 
only and shall not affect their interpretation. 

29.4 Reference to the male gender shall be deemed to be a reference to male 
or female as appropriate. 

29.5 Any concession or latitude allowed by RM shall not affect the rights of 
RM under or release the Seller to the Buyer from liability in respect of the 
Conditions.
